The  University  of  ILLINOIS'  tradition  in  the  NCAA 
Tournament  dates  back  to  1942  when  the  Illini  were 
among  the  eight  teams  to  participate  in  the  championship 
tournament.  ILLINOIS  returned  to  the  NCAA  field  in 
1 949  and  advanced  to  the  Final  Four.  ILLINOIS  advanced 
to  the  Final  Four  again  in  1951  and  1952.  The  Illini 
participated  in  the  1963  tourney,  advancing  to  the  second 
round  in  the  Mideast  Region. 

In  1 98 1 .  the  Illini  began  a  stretch  of  tournament  appearances 
that  ranks  among  the  best  in  the  nation.  Over  the  last  17 
years,  ILLINOIS  is  one  of  only  29  schools  in  the  nation  to 
make  the  NCAA  field  10  or  more  times.  The  Illini  have 
earned  an  NCAA  berth  in  13  ofthe  last  17  years.  ILLINOIS' 
NCAA  experience  over  the  last  two  decades  was  highlighted 
by  a  trip  to  the  Final  Four  in  1989.  That  year,  Illinois 
defeated  McNeese  State  (77-71),  Ball  State  (72-60), 
Louisville  (83-69)  and  Syracuse  (89-86)  to  advance  to  the 
Final  Four. 


In  the  1990s,  ILLINOIS  has  earned  a  berth  in  the  NCAA 
Tournament  five  times,  with  the  latest  appearance  in  1997.  Last 
year,  ILLINOIS  advanced  to  the  second  round  of  the  Southeast 
Regional  in  Charlotte,  N.C.

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Assembly  Hall  has  served  as  home  of  the 
Fighting  Illini  since  its  construction  in  1963. 
Illinois  opened  play  at  Assembly  Hall  on 
iVlarch  4,  1963  with  a  79-73  victory  over 
Northwestern.  Since  that  first  game,  Illinois 
has  recorded  a  349-107  (.765)  mark, 
includinga 96-25  (.793)  record  in  the  1990s. 

Built  between  1 959-63  atacostof$8. 35 
million,  the  structure  consists  of  two  concrete 
bowls  placed  face  to  face;  the  400-foot 
diameter  of  the  dome  makes  it  the  largest  of 
its  kind  in  the  world.

The  University  of  Illinois  is 
committed  to  excellence  in  athletics 
and  one  of  the  results  of  that 
commitment  is  the  new  $5.5  million 
Richard  T.  Ubben  Basketball 
Complex  scheduled  to  be  completed 
by  the  fall  of  1 998.  Ground  breaking 
was  in  September  1997. 

Next  year,  head  coach  Lon  Kruger 
and  his  staff  will  move  into  the 
40,000-square-foot  building  which 
will  house  not  only  basketball  courts 
dedicated  expressly  to  the  men's 
and  women's  teams,  but  also 
strength  training  and  sports 
medicine  areas,  in  addition  to  locker 
rooms  and  team  meeting  rooms. 


Basketball  Facility  FACTS  and  FIGURES 

X        The  building  will  be  situated  southeast  of  the  Bielfeldt  Athletic 

Administration  Building  and  just  west  of  the  outdoor  track  stadium. 

X  The  addition  of  this  facility  was  made  possible  by  a  generous  donation 
by  Tim  and  Sharon  Ubben  in  recognition  of  Tim's  father  Richard,  a 
1929  graduate  of  the  University  of  Illinois. 

X  The  main  basketball  courts  will  be  regulation  size  (50  feet  by  94  feet) 
with  eight  feet  of  space  on  each  side  and  1 2  feet  open  on  each  end;  each 
gym  will  have  a  total  of  1 2  baskets  (the  main  court  baskets  will  be  exact 
duplicates  of  those  at  the  teams'  competition  facilities.) 

X        Gym  floors  will  be  made  of  maple,  but  resilient.  Several  types  of 
cushioned  floor  systems  used  at  NBA  practice  facilities  are  being 
examined.  Special  drains  will  be  installed  beneath  the  gymnasiums 
to  protect  the  wood  floors  from  water  damage. 

X  There  will  be  a  link  with  the  Bielfeldt  Building  and  will  attach  to  the 
practice  facility's  northwest  corner. 

X  Team  rooms  will  feature  a  tiered  floor  (much  like  a  seminar  room)  to 
accommodate  instruction  and  video  reviews.

The  1998  FIBA  World  Championship  will  take  place  July  29- 
August  9  in  Athens,  Greece.  The  World  Championship  is  held 
every  four  years  and  contested  by  16  national  teams.  NBA  players 
will  represent  the  United  States  and  foreign-born  NBA  players  are 
eligible  to  represent  their  native  countries.  The  1994  USA  World 
Championship  Team,  consisting  of  NBA  players,  finished  8-0  to 
capture  the  gold  medal  in  Toronto,  Canada. 

This  marks  Kruger's  fourth  stint  as  a  coach  for  USA  Basketball.  He 
was  head  coach  of  the  1995  USA  World  University  Games  Team 
and  directed  the  American  collegians  to  a  7-0  record  and  the  gold 
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medal.  In  1991,  Kruger  was  head  coach  of  the  USA  Junior  World 
Championship  Team  that  compiled  an  8-0  record  en  route  to 
capturing  the  Junior  World  Championship  crown.  In  1990,  he 
served  as  head  coach  of  the  silver  medal  winning  U.S.  Olympic 
Festival  North  Team. 

WORLD  UNIVERSITY  GAMES 

Illinois  senior  Jerry  Hester  got  some  valuable  on-the-court  experi- 
ence over  the  summer  when  he  played  in  the  USA  World  University 
Games.  Hester  made  the  12-man  roster  after  going  through  two 
separate  sets  of  trials.  He  traveled  with  the  team  to  Halifax,  Nova 
Scotia,  lor  practice  games  against  Canada's  Tournament  ol  Ameri- 
cas Team,  then  to  Italy  for  the  World  University  Games.  Hester 
averaged  6.3  points  in  four  games  and  helped  the  USA  team  win  the 
gold  medal. 

Held  every  two  years  for  the  world's  student-athletes  and  recent 
graduates,  the  1997  World  University  Games  teatured  squads  from 
16  countries,  including  host  Italy,  Brazil,  Canada,  China,  Czech 
Republic,  Finland,  Great  Britain,  Hong  Kong,  Japan,  Lithuania, 
Mexico,  Nigeria,  Russia,  Slovakia  and  South  Korea.

Coaches  vs.  Cancer 

In  its  inaugural  year  last  season,  Lon  Kruger's  Three-Point  Attack  against 
cancer  raised  $17,590  and  was  16th  of  the  238  coaches  participating  in  the 
fund-raising  project.  Coaches  vs.  Cancer  is  a  national  program  created  by 
National  Association  of"  Basketball  Coaches  to  raise  money  for  cancer  research, 
W^^         education  and  service.    The  program  was  piloted  by  Missouri  Head  Coach 
Norm  Stewart  after  he  won  the  battle  against  cancer.  The  fund  raising  is 
coordinated  through  the  local  American  Cancer  Society  office  and  all  money 
raised  bv  Lon  Kruger's  Three-Point  Attack  remains  in  the  Champaign-Urbana 
community.  Donations  are  made  per  each  three  point  shot  made  by  the  Illini.  In  32  games  last  year, 
Illinois  drained  a  school  record  238  three  pointers.  The  Illini  averaged  7.4  treys  per  game.

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Since  its  founding  in  1867,  the  University 
or  1 11  inois  at  Urbana-Champaign  has  earned 
a  reputation  of  international  stature.  Its 
distinguished  faculty,  outstanding  resources, 
breadth  of  academic  programs  and  research 
disciplines,  and  talented  and  diverse  student 
body  constitute  an  educational  community 
ideally  suited  for  teaching  and  research. 
Located  in  east  central  Illinois  in  the  twin 
cities  of  Urbana  and  Champaign 
(population  110,000),  the  University  of 
Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign  is  the  state's 
flagship  public  university. 

STUDENTS 

The  University  has  a  fundamental 
commitment  to  undergraduate  education. 
More  than  26,000  undergraduate  students 
are  enrolled  in  nine  undergraduate  divisions, 
which  together  offer  some  4,000  courses  in 
more  than  150  fields  of  study. 

The  divisions  are:  the  College  of 
Agricultural,  Consumer  and  Environmental 
Sciences;  College  of  Applied  Life  Studies; 
College  of  Communications;  College  of 
Commerce  and  Business  Administration; 
College  of  Education;  College  of 
Engineering;  College  of  Fine  and  Applied 
Arts;  College  of  Liberal  Arts  and  Sciences 
and  the  Institute  of  Aviation. 

Undergraduate  admission  is  highly 
selective.  In  a  recent  freshman  class,  the 
average  student  was  in  the  top  1 0  percent  of 
his  or  her  high  school  graduating  class  and 
scored  in  the  top  10  percent  of  those  taking 
the  national  college 
entrance  examination. 

Approximately 
9,000  graduate  and 
professional  students  ate 
enrolled  in  more  than 
100  disciplines.  Many 
of  these  programs  rank 
in  the  top  10  in  the 
country,  making  Illinois 
among  the  nation's  top 
20  universities  that 
grant  doctoral  degrees, 
according  to  the 
National  Research 
Council. 


WORLD-CLASS  FACULTY 

Many  faculty  have  been  recognized  for 
exceptional  scholarship  with  memberships 
in  the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences, 
and  the  National  Academy  of  Engineering;

A  leader  in  supercomputing  applications, 
the  University  is  home  of  NCSA  (National 
Center  for  Supercomputing  Applications) 
where  Mosaic  web  browsing  software  was 
first  developed.  Since  first  released  in  1993, 
Mosaic  has  spawned  exponential  growth  in 
the  use  of  the  World  Wide  Web.  NCSA 
staff  have  also  been  instrumental  in 
promoting  World  Wide  Web  access  at  the 
White  House  and  in  the  city  of  Chicago. 
There  are  23,000  network  connections  on 
campus  for  students,  faculty  and  staff.

THE  ARTS 

A  major  center  for  the  arts,  the  campus 
attracts  dozens  of  nationally  and 
internationally  renowned  artists  each  year  to 
its  widelv  acclaimed  Krannert  Center  for  the 
Performing  Arts.  Designed  bv  alumnus  Max 
Abramovitz,  an  architect  of  New  York  City's 
Lincoln  Center,  the  facilirv  has  four  indoor 
theaters  and  an  outdoor  amphitheater. 
Together,  they  host  more  than  300 
performances  each  year.  The  University  also 
supports  three  major  museums:  the  Krannert 
Art  Museum  and  Kinkead  Pavilion,  the 
World  Heritage  Museum  and  the  Museum 
of  Natural  History. 

Other  major  facilities  include  the 
multipurpose  Assembly  Hall  ( 1 6,000  seats) , 
which  hosts  concerts,  convocations,  theater 
and  sporting  events;  Memorial  Stadium,  site 
of  Big  Ten  Conference  football  games;  and 
the  Intramural-Phvsical  Education  Building.

OUR  GRADUATES  SUCCEED 

Freshman  retention  and  overall  graduation 
rates  are  well  above  the  national  averages. 
Typically,  approximately  90  percent  of 
freshmen  return  for  their  sophomore  year. 
The  graduation  rate  for  students  who  enter 
the  university  on  a  full-time  basis  is 
approximately  80  percent.  The  national 
average  lor  four-year  schools  is 
approximately  50  percent.  Each  year,  more 
than  400  graduates  are  accepted  to  law 
school.  Medical  school  admissions  are  also 
impressive  with  more  than  200  students 
admitted  each  year.

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BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 


The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of 
Illinois  exercises  final  authority  over  the 
policies  and  governance  of  all  three  cam- 
puses of  the  University  (Chicago,  Spring- 
field, Urbana-Champaign),  within  limits 
fixed  by  the  Illinois  Constitution  and  state 
law. 

Legislation  approved  by  the  General 
Assembly,  signed  by  the  governor  and  tested 
in  court  has  changed  trustee  selection.  Since 
last  January,  the  governor  has  begun  to 
appoint  new  trustees,  as  terms  expire.  Until 
law  changed,  trustees  had  been  elected  by 
the  people  of  Illinois  in  November  general 
elections. 

As  before,  there  are  nine  trustees.  Each 
serves  for  six  years.  Their  terms  are  stag- 
gered, with  three  expiring  every  rwo  years. 
All  trustees  serve  without  pay.  The  gover- 
nor is  also  an  ex  officio  member  of  the 
board,  with  a  vote. 

In  addition,  three  students,  one  each 
from  the  campuses  of  Chicago,  Springfield 
and  Urbana-Champaign,  serve  single-year 
terms  on  the  board. 

Trustees  elect  their  own  chair  annually, 
in  January,  from  among  the  nine  members. 
The  1997  chair  is  Susan  L.  Gravenhorst.

James  J.  Stukel  is  in  his  third  year  as  president 
of  the  University  of  Illinois.  Since  becoming 
the  University's  15th  chief  executive  officer, 
Stukel  has  taken  his  four-point  plan  to  thou- 
sands of  Illinois  citizens,  including  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  University,  through  community 
visits  and  special  events  in  Illinois  and  several 
states. 

The  first  point  of  the  Stukel  plan  is  to  strengthen 
the  connections  between  the  University  and  the  people  ot  Illinois, 
in  a  redefinition  of  the  UI's  traditional  land-grant  obligations.  The 
second  is  to  upgrade  students'  educational  experience  through 
smaller  classes  and  best  use  of  the  educational  technology.  Third  is 
to  cut  costs  where  possible,  stress  productivity  and  create  a  positive, 
business-like  administration  that  reassures  taxpayers,  tuition-payers 
and  private  donors  that  their  money  is  being  used  efficiently.  And 
fourth  is  to  maintain  the  highest  quality  in  a  niche  filled  by  relatively 
few  U.S.  Universities  -  basic  and  applied  research. 

For  four  years  before  becoming  president,  Stukel  served  as 
chancellor  and  chief  executive  officer  of  the  University  of  Illinois  at 
Chicago,  leading  the  UIC  into  the  first  rank  of  research  universities. 
Stukel  has  been  part  of  the  University  of  Illinois  family  since 
enrolling  in  graduate  school  in  1962.  He  spent  23  years  on  the 
Urbana-Champaign  campus  as  an  administrator,  engineering  pro- 
fessor and  researcher.  He  then  moved  to  UIC,  spending  one  year  as 
vice  chancellor  for  research  and  five  years  as  executive  vice  chancel- 
lor and  vice  chancellor  for  academic  affairs  before  assuming  the 
chancellor  position  in  Chicago. 

Born  March  30,  1937,  Stukel  earned  his  B.S.  in  mechanical 
engineering  from  Purdue  University  in  1959  and  spent  two  years  as 
a  research  engineer  for  the  Virginia  Pulp  and  Paper  Co.  In  1962, 
Stukel  enrolled  in  graduate  school  at  Illinois,  earning  his  M.S.  in 
mechanical  engineering  in  1963  and  his  Ph.D.  in  mechanical 
engineering  in  1968. 

He  became  assistant  professor  of  environmental  engineering 
and  mechanical  engineering  at  Illinois  in 
1968,  associate  professor  in  1971  and  full  professor  in  1975. 

Stukel  is  a  member  of  the  Kellogg  Commission  on  the  Future 
of  State  and  Land-Grant  Institutions,  as  well  as  a  member  of  the 
board  and  co-chair  of  the  Council  of  Governmental  Affairs  at  the 
National  Association  of  State  Universities  and  Land-Grant  Col- 
leges. He  also  is  on  the  executive  committee  of  the  Illinois  Coalition 
and  is  a  governing  board  member  of  the  Illinois  Council  on 
Economic  Education.  In  May  1997,  he  received  an  honorary  doctor 
of  engineering  degree  from  Purdue. 

Stukel  and  his  wife,  the  former  M.  loan  Helphng,  have  four 
children  and  three  grandchildren. 


When  Michael  Aiken  joined  the  University  of 
Illinois  at  Urbana-Champaign  in  1993,  he 
brought  with  him  more  than  30  years  of  schol- 
arly and  administrative  experience.  Aiken  is  an 
internationally  recognized  sociologist  who  has 
specialized  in  the  analysis  of  organizations  and 
issues  of  community  powet  and  social  change. 

As  the  sixth  chancellor  of  the  campus,  Aiken  has  emphasized 
undergraduate  education  as  well  as  research  and  public  service. 
Programs  designed  to  ensure  the  success  of  new  students  include  the 
Freshman  Convocation  ceremony,  which  welcomes  new  students 
to  campus  and  shares  with  them  the  rich  traditions  of  the  university, 
and  the  Discovery  program,  which  gives  new  students  at  Urbana- 
Champaign  the  opportunity  to  study  with  a  senior  faculty  member 
in  a  classroom  setting  of  20  or  fewer  students. 

Under  Aiken's  leadership,  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  has 
launched  Partnership  Illinois,  an  effort  to  catalog,  coordinate  and 
promote  outreach  efforts  of  the  Urbana  campus.  PI  enhances  the 
campus's  ability  to  bring  faculty  expertise  to  bear  on  the  educa- 
tional, technological,  economic,  social  and  cultural  challenges 
facing  Illinois  and  the  broader  society. 

These  and  other  new  programs  were  outlined  in  "A  Framework 
for  the  Future,''  the  sttategic  planning  document  completed  in  May 
1995. 

Before  coming  to  Illinois,  Aiken  served  as  provost  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  where  he  also  had  been  a  faculty 
member  in  the  department  of  sociology,  chairman  of  sociology  and 
dean  of  the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences. 

Aiken's  career  has  included  academic  posts  at  the  University  of 
Wisconsin-Madison,  Columbia  University,  Washington  Univer- 
sity in  St.  Louis  and  two  Belgian  universities,  the  Katholieke 
Universiteit  te  Leuven  and  the  Universit'e  Catholique  de  Louvain. 

Aiken  graduated  from  the  University  of  Mississippi  in  1 954  and 
earned  his  master's  degree  in  1955.  He  received  a  doctorate  in 
sociology  in  1964  from  the  University  of  Michigan. 

Aiken  is  married  to  Catherine  Comet,  who  serves  as  the  musical 
director  of  the  Grand  Rapids  (Michigan)  Symphony  Orchestra. 
Thev  have  one  daughter,  Caroline. 
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DIVISION  OF  INTERCOLLEGIATE  ATHLETICS 


The  ST.2  million  Bielfeldt  Athletic  Administration  Building  op, 

The  forerunner  of  rhe   Division   of 

Intercollegiare   Athletics    (DIA),    the 

University  of  Illinois  Athletic  Association, 

■ 
was  chartered  in  1892  as  a  not-for-profit 

corporation  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  It  was 

charged  with  overseeing  and  conducting 

the   University's   intercollegiate  athletic 

programs  and  associated  support  services, 

and  operated  as  a  separate  entity. 

After  the  state  legislature  voted  in  June 
1989  to  bring  UI  athletics  within  the 
University  proper,  the  DIA  assumed  the 
functions  and  responsibilities  of  the  Athletic 
Association.  The  Division  of"  Intercollegiate 
Athletics  began  operations  officially  July  1, 
1989,  and  now,  more  than  a  century  after 
University  of  Illinois  athletics  began,  the 
mission  is  still  to  achieve  excellence  both  in 
the  classroom  and  in  sport  competition. 

The  director  of  athletics  is  the  division's 
chief  executive  officer,  and  reports  directly 
to  the  chancellor  of  the  Urbana-Champaign 
campus.  The  chancellor  has  final  authority 
regarding  the  athletic  program  in  all  areas 
except  for  budget  and  major  appointments. 
Those  decisions  rest  with  the 
University  of  Illinois  Board  of  Trustees. 

The  Athletic  Board  serves  the  DIA  in  an 
advison'  capacity.  It  is  composed  of  18 
members,  15  ofwhomarevotingmembers. 

The  Division  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics 
receives  neither  state  tax  dollars  nor  student 
fees.  The  University  of  Illinois  over  the 
years  has  been  able  to  fullv  fund  the  NCAA 
maximum  allowable  number  of  athletic 
scholarships  for  student-athletes  in  each  of 


ned  in  June  1996  as  it  home  for  nearly  100  members  of  the  DIA 

its  sports  programs,  as  well  as  to  hire  excellent 
coaches  and  maintain  and  upgrade  its 
facilities,  staying  on  par  with  the  best  major 
collegiate  programs  across  the  nation. 

This  has  been  accomplished  through 
revenues  derived  from  tour  major  sources: 
gate  receipts  from  football  and  men's 
basketball;  television  and  radio  rights  fees 
for  those  two  sports;  corporate  sponsorships 
and  donations  to  the  Fighting  Illini 
Scholarship  Fund. 

FACILITIES 

The  Division  of  Intercollegiate  Athletics 
utilizes  12  facilities  for  competition  and  the 
administration  of  its  1 8  varsity  sports.  They 
are:  Memorial  Stadium,  Assembly  Hall, 
HuffHall,  Illinois  Field,  theOutdoor Track 
and  Field  Stadium,  the  Armor)',  Atkins 
Tennis  Center,  the  Intramural  and  Physical 
Education  Building,  Kenney  Gym,  the 
University  of  Illinois  Golf  Courses,  the 
Bielfeldt  Athletic  Administration  Building 
and  the  I  rwin  Academic  Cenrer,  set  to  open 
later  this  fall. 

In  June  1996,  nearly  100  members  of 
the  Division  of  Intercollegiate  Athletic  staff 
moved  into  the  40.000-square  foot,  $7.2 
million  Bielfeldt  Athletic  Administration 
Building.  The  facility  houses  the  offices  of 
not  only  the  administration  and  most  of  the 
coachingstaffs,  but  also  those  of  the  Fighting 
Illini  Scholarship  Fund,  the  Varsity  "I" 
Association,  the  accounting  and  personnel 
offices,   the   marketing  and   promotions 


offices,  and  the  sports  information  offices. 

Illinois  broke  ground  in  September  on 
a  basketball  practice  facility,  adjacent  to  the 
Bielfeldt  Building.  The  facility  will  house 
practice  courts,  lockerrooms,  training 
facilities  and  offices  for  both  the  men's  and 
women's  basketball  programs. 

Another  of  the  most  recent  additions  to 
the  University  of  Illinois  athletic  physical 
plant  is  the  Atkins  Tennis  Center,  which 
opened  in  November  1991. 

The  baseball  and  track  teams  will  begin 
their  10th  seasons  next  spring  in  their 
respective  facilities.  Illinois  Field  is  a  first- 
rate  1,500-seat  baseball  facility,  and  is 
targeted  for  a  future  expansion  to 
accommodate  5,000  fans. 

The  nationally  acclaimed  track  teams 
are  set  for  another  year  of  in  their  $2.2 
million  stadium. 

The  men's  basketball  team  plays  its 
games  at  the  16,000-seat  Assembly  Hall, 
just  south  of  Memorial  Stadium,  while  the 
women  play  at  Huff  Hall. 

HuffHall,  the  home  of  Illinois  men's 
basketball  from  1 925-63  when  it  was  known 
as  Huff  Gym,  is  in  the  midst  of  a  step-by- 
step  renewal  process  designed  to  upgrade  it 
as  a  practice  and/or  competition  site  for  not 
only  volleyball,  which  is  in  its  eighth  year 
there,  and  women's  basketball,  starting  its 
fourth  full  season  there  this  winter,  but  also 
for  wrestling  and  gymnastics  events.

In  his  five-vear  tenure  as  director  of  athletics, 
former  University  of  Illinois  football  standout 
Ron  Guenther  has  maintained  a  staggering 
pace  of  improvement  that  has  put  Fighting 
Mini  athletics  in  a  position  to  compete  at  a 
championship  level  in  all  18  intercollegiate 
athletic  programs. 

In  the  last  two  years,  Guenther,  51,  has 
established  Illinois  as  a  rising  power  among 
NCAA  institutions  by: 

X  Hiring  championship-level  coaches 
such  as  football's  Ron  Turner,  Lon 
Kruger  in  men's  basketball  and  Theresa 
Grentz  to  lead  the  women's  basketball 
program.  Guenther  also  extended  the 
contract  of  nationally-prominent 
wrestling  coach  Mark  Johnson  and 
brought  in  talented  coaches  such  as 
volleyball's  Don  Hardin  and  soccer's  Jill  Ellis.  In  his  five 
years  as  director,  Guenther  has  also  landed  nationally- 
recognized  men's  tennis  coach  Craig Tiley,  who  led  the  Illini 
to  their  first  Big  Ten  title  since  1946,  swimming  coach  Jim 
Lutz,  who  had  Illinois  ranked  among  the  nation's  Top  25 
last  season,  and  women's  gymnastics  coach  Lynn  Brueckman. 
X   Signing  an  exclusive  $7.5  million  agreement  with  Nike  as 

one  of  only  13  Nike  institutions  in  the  United  States. 
X   Christening  the  $7.2  million  Bielfeldt  Athletic 

Administration  Building 
X   Overseeing  the  construction  of  the  Irwin  Academic  Center, 
providing  student-athletes  with  a  state-of-the-art,  convenient 
academic  center  to  reach  their  full  potential  as  students. 
X   Breaking  ground  on  a  new  basketball  practice  facility. 
X  Adding  women's  soccer  as  the  18th  intercollegiate  athletic 
program,  the  first  women's  sport  added  at  Illinois  in  two 
decades. 
Under  Guenther's  leadership,  Illinois  has  steadily  improved  its 
performance  on  the  field  and  in  the  classroom,  winning  historic  Big 
Ten  titles  in  women's  basketball  and  men's  tennis  last  season  and 
increasing  the  overall  graduation  rate  among  student-athletes  to 
nearly  match  the  all-campus  mark. 

Guenther  also  has  spearheaded  a  revolution  for  funding  for 
championship-level  programs  and  facilities  as  the  Division  of 
Intercollegiate  Athletics  has  opened  necessary  additional  revenue 
streams  totaling  more  than  $3  million  through  working  partnerships 
with  corporate  sponsors  and  management  of  the  Illini  Sports  Radio 
Network. 

A  two-year  letterman  and  the  Most  Valuable  Player  on  the  1 966 
Illinois  football  squad,  Guenther  earned  second-team  All-Big  Ten 
selection  at  offensive  guard  under  Head  Coach  Pete  Elliott.  He  also 
earned  first-team  Academic  /All-Big  Ten  honors  and  recognition  as 
the  University's  outstanding  senior  in  physical  education.

Guenther  earned  his  B.S.  in  physical 
education  from  Illinois  in  1967  and  an  M.S. 
in  administration  in  1 968  before  embarking 
on  a  successful  career  in  coaching,  athletic 
administration  and  business. 

Guenther  was  named  the  University's 

1 7th  director  of  athletics  in  1 992  after  serving 

for  two  years  wirh  the  University  of  Illinois 

Foundation  as  director  of  major  gifts  and  for  three  years  as  a  partner 

with  The  Barofsky  Association,  a  Chicago-area  investments  and 

marketing  firm. 

From  June  1988  to  March  1989,  Guenther  served  as  interim 
director  of  athletics  for  external  operations,  administering  the 
development  program,  public  relations,  promotions,  tickets, 
merchandise  and  summer  camps. 

Guenthet  spent  the  previous  three  years  within  the  Division  of 
Intercollegiate  Athletics  as  associate  athletic  director  for  development, 
coordinating  the  "Campaign  for  Excellence  in  Athletics."  That 
campaign  began  the  first  major  facelift  of  athletic  facilities  in  nearly 
60  years  on  campus  and  provided  rhe  impetus  for  the  eventual 
construction  of  Illinois  Field  for  baseball,  the  UI  Outdoor  Track 
and  Field  Stadium,  the  Atkins  Tennis  Centet  and  the  Irwin  Football 
Complex. 

Guenther  has  been  instrumental  in  soliciting  gift  commitments 
totaling  nearly  $40  million  toward  capital  improvements  at  Illinois 
during  the  last  15  years. 

From  1983-1985  Guenther  served  as  assistant  athletic  director 
for  Chicago  operations,  renewing  a  commitment  that  continues 
today  to  reach  out  to  Chicago-area  alumni,  donors  and  fans. 

Guenther  spent  eight  years,  beginning  in  1974,  at  North 
Central  College  in  Naperville,  1 11.,  as  director  of  admissions,  associate 
head  football  coach  and  vice  president  of  development  and  public 
affairs. 

Before  moving  to  North  Central,  Guenther  was  offensive  line 
coach  at  Boston  College  from  1971-74,  helping  to  develop  nine 
NFL  players. 

From  1968-71,  Guenther  was  a  teacher  and  coached  football, 
wrestling  and  track  and  field  for  the  Evanston  Township  and 
Glenbard  High  School  systems  in  suburban  Chicago. 

Born  Oct.  3,  1945,  Guenther  is  a  native  of  Evanston  and  a 
graduate  of  York  Hitih  School. 
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Rick  Alien  has  served  as  assistant  athletic 
director  since  1987.  He  is  primarily 
responsible  for  Big  Ten  and  NCAA  rules 
education  and  compliance.  He  also  directs 
summer  employment  for  University  athletes 
and  assists  with  home  event  management  in 
football  and  basketball. 

A  native  of  Iowa,  Allen  earned  his 
undergraduate  degree  from  Cornell  College 
(Iowa)  in  1979  and  received  a  master's 
degree  in  athletic  administration  from 
Western  Illinois  University  in  1985.  He  has 
been  with  the  University  of  Illinois  since 
1980.

David  L.  Chicoine,  Ph.D.  has  served  as 
faculty  representative  since  1989  and  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Athletic  Board  since

and  at  NCAA  conventions.  He  deals  with 
regulations  and  legislation  at  both  levels. 
Chicoine  also  chairs  the  Big  Ten's  Program 
and  Budget  Review  Committee. 

An  agricultural  economist  specializing 
in  state/local  public  finance,  Chicoine  has 
been  a  faculty  member  at  Illinois  since 
1 979.  He  was  named  dean  of  the  College  of 
Agricultural,  Consumer  and  Environmental 
Sciences  in  the  spring  of  1996.

Lou  Henson  joined  the  administrative 
staff  last  fall  after  retiring  in  March  1996  as 
the  all-time  winningest  coach  in  Illinois 
basketball  history.  He  works  in  the  Fighting 
Illini  Scholarship  Fund  Office  as  an  assistant 
athletic  director. 

Henson,  who  coached  21  seasons  at 
Illinois,  finished  his  career  ranked  No.  12 
on  the  NCAA  all-time  victory  list  with  663 
wins,  posting  a  423-224  record  at  Illinois. 
The  Fighting  Illini  became  a  national  power 
under  Henson,  being  selecred  to  the  NCAA 
tournament  1 1  times,  including  eight  times 
during  the  1980.  Henson's  Illini  reached 
the  Final  Four  in  1989 

Prior  to  coming  to  Champaign-Urbana, 
Henson  was  head  coach  at  Hardin-Simmons 
University  from  1962-66  and  at  the 
University  of  New  Mexico,  which  he  also 
led  to  the  Final  Four,  from  1966-1975. 

A  native  of  Okay,  Okla.,  the  65-year 
old  Henson  is  a  1955  graduate  of  New 
Mexico  State  University.  He  and  his  wife 
Mary  reside  in  Champaign  and  raised  four 
children,  Lisa,  Lori,  Leigh  Anne  and  a  son, 
Lou  Jr.,  who  passed  away  in  1992.

One  of  the  most  dramatic  and  dignified 
traditions  in  college  athletics  is  the 
performance  or  Chief  Illiniwek  at  rhe 
University  of  Illinois.  Since  1926,  this 
svmbol  has  stirred  pride  and  respect  in 
audiences  at  Memorial  Stadium,  the 
Assembly  Hall  and  Huff  Hall. 

Illiniwek  (pronounced  "ill-EYE-nih- 
wek")  was  the  name  of  the  loose 
confederation  of  Algonquin  tribes  that 
once  lived  in  the  region.  The  French 
changed  the  ending  to  "ois"  in  naming 
what  became  the  state  ot  Illinois. 
Illiniwek  means  "they  are  men"  and 
former  Illinois  football  coach  Robert 
Zuppke  is  believed  to  have  suggested 
calling  the  UI  symbol  Chief  Illiniwek. 

In  1926,  Assistant  Band  Director 
Rav  Dvorak  conceived  the  idea  of 
performing  an  American  Indian  dance 
during  halftime  of  the  Illinois  vs. 
Pennsylvania  tootball  game  in 
Philadelphia.  Lester  Leutwiler,  a  student 
interested  in  Indian  lore,  was  chosen  for 
the  role.  Leutwiler's  performance,  done 
in  a  homemade  costume,  was  received  so  well  that  he  was  asked  to 
continue  his  dance  through  the  1928  season. 

Webber  Borchers,  the  second  Chief  Illiniwek,  was  the  first  to

appear  in  authentic  American  Indian 
regalia.  He  initiated  a  campaign  to  raise 
money  to  replace  his  homemade  outfit 
with  an  authentic  one,  but  with  the 
Depression  on,  he  received  just  $15 
dollars.  However,  a  Champaign 
merchant  stepped  in  to  fund  the  rest  and 
Borchers  was  off. 

He  recalled:  "In  the  summer  of  1 930, 
I  went,  at  my  own  expense,  to  the  Pine 
Ridge  reservation  in  South  Dakota.  I 
hitchhiked  out,  called  an  Indian  agent 
and  explained  my  mission.  He  and  an 
Indian  trader  called  in  an  older  Sioux 
woman.  She  and  two  younger  women 
made  the  suit." 

On  Nov.  8,  1930,  in  New  York's 
Yankee  Stadium,  Illinois  faced  Army  in 
the  seventh  game  of  the  season.  It  was 
there  that  Borchers  made  the  first 
appearance  of  Chief  Illiniwek  in  that 
outfit.  Since  then,  five  different  authentic 
outfits  have  been  used  by  Chief  Illiniwek. 
The  one  used  in  performances  now  was 
purchased  in  1983  from  Sioux  Chief 
Frank  Fools  Crow,  and  is  topped  by  a  headdress  of  turkey  feathers. 

Holding  the  role  of  Chiefllliniwek  for  the  second 
consecutive  year  is  Scott  Brakenridge,  Western  Springs,  111.

Lon  Kruger  was  named  the  14th  bas- 
ketball coach  at  the  University  or  Illinois 
March  21,  1996.  In  his  first  season  at  Illi- 
nois, Kruger  made  program  history.  With 
the  Illini's  22- 1 0  record  in  1 996-97,  Kruger 
recorded  the  most  wins  by  any  coach  in  his 
first  year  at  Illinois.  He  also  became  the  first 
head  coach  to  lead  Illinois  to  the  NCAA 


Tournament  in  his  inaugural  season.  On  a 
national  scale,  Kruger  has  now  led  four 
Division  I  programs  to  a  20-win  season 
and  has  taken  three  different  teams  to  the 
NCAA  Tournament. 

As  a  player  at  Kansas  State,  Kruger  was 
the  teams  Most  Inspirational  Player  thtee 
consecutive  years  and  now,  entering  his 
1 6th   year   as   a  head 
coach,  that  inspi- 
ration has  fil- 


tered to  his  teams.  In  his  first  season  at 
Illinois,  Kruger  took  a  team  which  finished 
ninth  in  the  Big  Ten  with  a  7-1 1  record  in 

1996  and  reversed  the  numbers,  finishing 
1 1-7  and  tied  for  fourth  in  league  play.  In 
the  course  of  the  season,  he  directed  the 
Illmi  to  a  5-2  record  against  ranked  oppo- 
nents, including  an  upset  of  No.  7  Minne- 
sota, 96-90,  in  Champaign.  The  22  wins  in 

1997  were  the  most  for  an  Illini  team  since 
1991. 

Kruger's  success  at  Illinois  was  only  a 
matter  of  time.  He  is  a  proven  winner, 
which  is  evidenced  in  every  program  he  has 
directed  in  the  last  1 5  years.  During  his  six- 
year  stint  at  Florida,  Kruger  transformed 
the  Gators  into  a  national  contender.  The 
year  before  Kruger  took  over  (1989-90), 
Florida  finished  7-21  overall  and  3-15 
in  the  SEC.  In  six  seasons  at  Flotida, 
Kruger  led  rhe  Garors  to  postseason 
play  lour  times,  twice  to  the  NIT 
and  twice  to  the  NCAA  Tourna- 
ment. Hiscrowningachievement 
came  in  1994  when  he  led  the 
Gators  to  a  school-record  29-8 
record  and  a  NCAA  Final  Four 
appearance.  Kruger  earned  South- 
I   eastern   Conference  Coach-ol-the- 
Year  honors  in   1992  and  1994.  In 
1995-96,  Kruger  led  one  of  the  school's 
youngest  squads  in  tecent  history  through 
one  of  the  nation's  most  demanding  sched- 
ules. Five  freshmen     totaled  one-third  of 
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:he  minutes  logged  against  the  third-tough- 
:st  schedule  in  the  country.  UF  faced  nine 
-anked  opponents,  three  of  which  were 
-anked  No.  1  at  some  point  during  the 
season.  Overall,  the  schedule  featured  20 
james  against  postseason  teams  and  12  vs. 
MCAA  tournament  teams. 

A  native  of  Silver  Lake,  Kan.,Kruger 
;stablished  himself  as  one  of  the  nation's 
aest  young  coaches  in  America  during  his 
:our  seasons  as  the  head  coach  at  Kansas 
State  University,  his  alma  mater.  During 
lis  stay  in  Manhattan,  Kan.,  Krugerled  the 
Wildcats  to  a  school-record,  four-consecu- 
:ive  NCAA  tournament  appearances  and 
m  81-46  record. 

His  1988  Wildcat  team  ranks 
is  one  of  the  school's  all-time  greats. 
It  compiled  a  25-9  slate,  tying  the 
school  record  for  wins  in  a  season, 
.vhile  coming  within  one  game  of 
reaching  the  Final  Four. 

Kruger,  a  1975  graduate  of 
Kansas  State,  began  his  coaching 
rareer  as  an  assistant  at  Pittsburg 
State  University  in  Pittsburg,  Kan., 
n  1976-77.  He  returned  to  K- 
State  as  a  graduate  assistant  coach 
"or  the  1977-78  campaign  and  was 
Dromoted  to  full-time  status  in 
1978.  Kruger  continued  in  that 
role  through  the  1981-82  season. 

Beginning  in  1982,  Kruger  was 
nead  coach  at  Pan  American  Uni- 
versity in  Edinberg,  Texas.  With 
the  Broncos,  Kruger  compiled  a 
52-59  mark,  turning  around  a  pro- 
gram with  seven  wins  his  first  sea- 
son to  20  wins  in  his  final  cam- 
paign. Kruger  was  also  athletic  di- 
rector in  three  of  those  four  years. 

Kruger  returned  to  his  alma 
mater  in  1 986  when  he  has  named 
the  school's  17th  basketball  coach. 
The  immediate  success  that  fol- 
lowed was  typical  of  that  which 
took  place  when  he  played  for  the 
Wildcats.  Kansas  State  was  61-22 
with  Kruger  in  uniform.  Combin-

ing  with  his  coaching  marks  at  the  school, 
Kruger  was  part  of  142  wins,  against  67 
losses  while  part  of  the  KSU  program. 

As  a  player,  Kruger  led  the  Wildcats  to 
back-to-back  Big  Eight  Conference  crowns 
in  1972  and  1973.  After  being  touted  as  the 
Big  Eight's  Sophomore-of-the-Year  in  '72, 
he  was  honored  as  the  league's  best  player  in 
'73  and  '74.  He  finished  his  Wildcat  career 
with  1,063  points,  the  I4th-best  career 
total  in  K-State  history.  He  also  had  the 
fourth-best  career  free  throw  percentage 
(.826)  in  school  history.  As  a  senior  he 
averaged  17.6  points  per  game  and  cur- 
rently stands  13th  on  the  school's  career

SENIORS  ANCHOR  TALENTED 
1997-98  ILLINITEAM 


When  the  1997  season  came  to  a  close, 
the  Fighting  Illini  had  produced  a  22-10 
tecord,  the  best  by  an  Illinois  team  since 
1989  and  with  eight  letterwinnets  returning 
from  that  squad,  Lon  Kruger's  1997-98 
squad  hopes  to  produce  more  of  the  same 
success  in  the  upcoming  year.  Gone  are 
Kiwane  Garris,  the  Big  Ten's  second-lead- 
ing scorer  in  1997,  and  Chris  Gandy,  who 
flourished  in  1997  and  finished  the  year  as 
the  team's  second-leading  scorer  and  top 
rebounder.  A  group  of  seven  seniors  and  one 
sophomore  return  from  the  1997  team,  and 
a  host  of  newcomers  will  combine  to  pick  up 
where  the  Illini  left  oil  last  year. 

The  Illini  have  their  work  cut 


out  tor  them  with  a  challenging  November- 
December  schedule,  that  will  no  doubt  be 
solid  preparation  for  a  Big  Ten  schedule 
that  includes  four  teams  that  participated  in 
the  NCAA  Tournament.  The  Illini  open 
the  season  with  Bradley  in  the  first  meeting 
between  the  two  schools  since  1974.  The 
pre-Big  Ten  schedule  will  also  pit  the  Illini 
against  UCLA,  which  advanced  to  the 
NCAA  Elite  Eight  in  1997;  Clemson,  a 
Sweet  16  team  from  a  year  ago;  and  two 


road  trips  to  Missouri.  The  first  game  in  St. 
Louis  will  match  the  Illini  against  the  Saint 
Louis  Billikens  on  Dec.  6  at  the  TWA 
Dome,  in  the  first  basketball  game  played 
in  the  dome.  On  Dec.  23,  the  Illini  return 
to  St.  Louis  to  meet  Missouri  in  the  annual 
Busch  Braggin'  Rights  game .  At  the  Puerto 
Rico  Shootout,  Illinois  will  face  Wichita 
State  in  round  one  with  a  chance  to  face 
Louisville  in  round  two,  which  would  be  a 
rematch  of  the  Mini's  second  round  game  at 
the  Big  Island  Invitational

lack  of  size  and  depth  in  the  frontcourt. 
With  only  three  players  measuring  over  six 
feet-six  inches  Illinois  will  rely  on  an  up- 
tempo style  of  play  to  overcome  its  lack  of  size 
inside.  Illinois  plaved  an  up-tempo  offense  last 
year  that  averaged  76.5  points,  ranking  second  in 
the  Big  Ten.  The  Illini's  three-point  shooting  arse- 
nal broke  the  school  record  with  238  treys  last  season. 
Two  of  the  Big  Ten's  top  three-point  shootets  return 
this  year,  in  Matt  Heldman  and  Kevin  Turner. 

Heldman,  Turner  and  the  other  Illini  seniors  will 

be  asked  to  step  up  this  year  and  lead  with  solid  play  from 

a  group  of  new  faces  on  the  Illini  roster.  If  this  happens,  the 

ini  will  be  looking  at  their  second-straight  trip  to  the  NCAA 

Tournament. 

Here's  a  look  at  the  breakdown  of  the  1997-98  Fighting 
Illini  squad. 

BACKCOURT 

Gone  is  one  of  the  best  players  to  ever  don  the  orange  and  blue  jersev, 

Kiwane  Garris.  But  teturning  are  a  three  players  in  the  top  10  in 

career  three-pointers  at  Illinois.  Illinois  will  look  at  a  combination  of 

plavers  to  replace  the  depatted  Garris  and  both  Matt  Heldman  and 

Jelani  Boline  can  expect  to  see  time  directing  the  Illini  offense.  -Kruger 

has  called  it,  "point  guard  by  committee,"  and  for  Illinois  to  be 

successful  this  season,  it  will  take  the  efforts  of  several  players  to  replace 

the  all-Big  Ten  point  guard.  Heldman  is  the  more  experienced  of"  the  two, 

but  he  is  also  a  real  threat  at  the  two-guard  position.  Last  yeat,  playing  the  two  spot,  he 

averaged  10.1  points  and  shot  42  percent  from  three-point  tange  (64-of-153).  Boline, 

who  joined  the  team  as  a  walk  on  in  1995-96  and  redshirted,  played  in  15  games  last  year 


in  relief  of  Garris.  He  averaged  three  min- 
utes of  action  a  game.  Boline,  who  was 
awarded  with  a  scholarship  this  season, 
spent  his  summer  working  out  in 
Champaign  and  playing  with  the  other 
Illini  plavers  in  town. 

One  of  the  Illini  who  made  tremendous 
strides  under  Kruger's  tutelage  was  Turner, 
who  improved  from  averaging  5. 5  points  to 
10.1  in  one  year  under  Kruger.  He  was  the 
Illinis  second-leading  three-point  shooter 
behind  Garris  and  he  hit  a  team  high  for  the 
season  with  six  against  Ohio  State.  Turner 
earned  Big  Ten  Player  of  the  Week  honors 
for  his  play  in  Illinois'  win  against  Minne- 
sota, scoring  a  career  high  24  points. 

New  additions  to  the  lineup  are  Sergio 
McClain  (6-4,  Fr.)  and  Arias  Davis  (6-3, 
Jr.).  McClain  is  a  strong  player,  who  led 
Manual  High  School  to  an  unprecedented 
four  consecutive  state  championships  (1994, 
'95,  '96,  '97).  The  Player  of  the  Year  in 
Illinois  last  year,  McClain  averaged  20 
points,  8.3  rebounds  and  6.5  assists.  He  can 
play  either  the  two  guard  or  small  forward 
position  and  will  see  time  in  both  this  year. 

Davis  will  add  to  the  Illinis  three-point 
arsenal.  He  excelled  as  an  outside  shootet  at 
Otero  Junior  college  and  averaged  22  ppg 
as  a  sophomore  and  19  ppg  as  a  freshman. 
He  was  a  third-team  all-America  selection 
and  first-team  all-conference  last  year.  At 
Ware  Count}'  High  School,  Davis  averaged 
23  ppg  and  was  an  all-state  and  all-confer- 
ence selection. 

Walk  on  David  Freeman  saw  action  in 
17  games,  averaging  three  minutes.  He 
returns  for  his  senior  year  and  could  see 
minutes  in  the  rotation  throughout  the 
season.  Jeff  Reichatdt  is  another  returning 
walk  on,  and  Luke  Williams  is  joining  the 
team  this  year  as  a  walk  on.  Williams  played 
at  Shiloh  High  School  in  Mattoon  and  was 
a  four-year  letterwinner  in  basketball  and 
baseball.  He  averaged  33.8  points,  9.7  re- 
bounds and  3.2  assists  as  a  senior.  He  was  a 
Class  A  second  team  all-state  selection  and 
was  a  News-Gazette  all-atea  first  team  playet . 
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Jarrod  Gee  (32)  and  Victor  Chukwudebe  (00)  will  anchor  rhe  Iilini Jrontcottrt. 


FRONTCOURT 

Although  the  Iilini  field  a  small  lineup, 
there  are  four  players  returning  with  expe- 
rience. Jerry  Hester  is  getting  his  second 
chance  at  a  senior  year  after  missing  all  but 
five  games  in  1996-97  while  recovering 
from  surgery  to  repair  a  herniated  disk  in  his 
back.  Hester  is  a  56-game  starter  and  has 
plaved  in  91  games  in  his  career.  He  aver- 
aged 14.2  points  last  year  before  being 
sidelined  with  the  back  injury.  For  his  ca- 
reer he  is  averaging  10.2  points  and  4.3 
rebounds.  His  leadership  will  be  a  key  for 
the  Iilini  this  season.  Hester  has  returned 
100  percent  from  the  December  surgery 
and  that  was  evidenced  over  the  summer 
when  he  played  on  the  gold  medal  winning 
USA  World  University  Games  team.  Hester 
plaved  in  four  games  and  averaged  6.3 
points  after  being  out  or  competitive  action 
for  nine  months. 


Senior  Jarrod 
Gee  and  sophomore 
Victor  Chukwudebe 
will  anchor  the  post 
positions  with  fresh- 
man signee  Rich 
Beyers  coming  off  the 
bench.  Both  played  in 
everv  game  last  year 
and  Gee  started  16 
games.  Gee  can  be  a 
force  in  the  paint  as 
he  showed  at  times  last 
year.  Against  Minne- 
sota, he  scored  10 
points  in  the  first  five 
minutes  and  finished 
with  14  for  the  game. 
He  scored  in  double 
figures  six  times,  but 
only  had  one  double 
figure  rebounding  ef- 
fort (vs.  Iowa).  If  Gee 
can  provide  the  Iilini 
with  consistent  scor- 
ing inside  and  be  a 
force  on  the  boards, 
he  will  be  a  huge  im- 
pact player  this  sea- 
son. 

Chukwudebe 
returns  with  a  year  of  Big  Ten  experience 
under  his  belt,  which  will  prove  extremely 
valuable  this  vear  as  he  will  be  called  on  to 
plav  more  than  the  1 1  minutes  he  averaged 
in  1996-97.  Last  year,  he  averaged  2.7 
points  and  2.2  rebounds  with  season  highs 
of  1 2  points  and  eight  rebounds  against 
Chicago  State  in  December.  In  the  NCAA 
Tournament  he  averaged  1 5  minutes  in 
two  games  and  averaged  five  points  and 
four  rebounds. 

Beyers  will  see  time  at  both  power  for- 
ward. He  averaged  18  points  and  II  re- 
bounds last  year  for  Shelbyville  High  School. 
The  6-9  freshman  spent  the  summer  in 
Champaign  working  on  strength  and  con- 
ditioning and  playing  pick  up  games  with 
other  Iilini  players. 

Senior  Brian  Johnson  (Sr.,  6-6,  215) 
was  one  of  the  Illini's  most  improved  play- 
ers last  year  after  seeing  limited  action  his 
first  two  seasons.  A  former  walk-on  to  the 


Iilini  program,  Johnson  averaged  23  min- 
utes of  action,  up  from  his  5.9  as  a  sopho- 
more, and  he  set  career  highs  in  single-gairu 
scoring  (12),  rebounding  (9),  assists  (10] 
and  blocked  shots  (3).  He  averaged  5  A 
points  and  3.8  rebounds,  started  16  game: 
and  played  in  all  32.  He  saw  time  at  botr 
small  and  power  forward.  He  dives  for  loose 
balls,  rebounds  and  brings  a  real  energy  tc 
the  floor. 

The  Iilini  added  Awvee  Storey  (6-5 
Fr.)  to  the  roster  and  he  brings  a  reputatiot 
for  being  a  great  rebounder,  an  area  when 
Illinois  needs  to  see  improvement  this  year 
Storey  won  back-to-back  West  Suburbar 
Conference  rebounding  titles  while  playinj 
for  Proviso  West.  He  spent  last  year  at  Nev 
Hampton  Prep  in  New  Hampshire. 

In  his  first  season  at  Illinois,  Lon  Kruge 
took  the  Iilini  to  the  NCAA  Tournamen 
and  finished  the  year  22-10,  the  first  20 
win  season  for  Illinois  since  1991.  With  ;

turning and  a  list  a

A  meeting  of  seven  Midwest  university 
presidents  Jan.  11,  1895,  at  the  Palmer 
House  in  Chicago,  was  the  first  develop- 
ment of  what  would  become  one  of  orga- 
nized sports'  most  successful  undertakings. 
Those  seven  men,  behind  the  leadership  of 
James  H.  Smart,  president  of  Purdue  Uni- 
versity, established  the  principles  tor  which 
the  Intercollegiate  Conference  of  Faculty 
Representatives,  more  popularly  known  as 
the  BigTen  Conference,  would  be  founded. 

The  Big  Ten  Conference  celebrated  its 
100th  anniversary  during  the  1995-96 
school  year  and  is  now  in  its  second  century 
of  governing  competition  for  the  nation's 
outstanding  student-athletes. 

At  that  1895  meeting,  a  blueprint  for 
the  control  and  administration  of  college 
athletics,  under  the  direction  of  appointed 
faculty  representatives,  was  outlined.  The 
presidents'  first  known  action  was  to  "re- 
strict eligibility  for  athletics  to  bonafide,

full-time  students  who  were  not  delin- 
quent in  their  studies."  That  impor- 
tant legislation,  along  with  others  that 
would  follow  in  the  coming  years, 
served  as  the  primary  building  block 
lor  amateur  intercollegiate  athletics. 
Eleven  months  after  the  ptesi- 
dents'  meeting,  one  faculty  member 
from  each  of  those  seven  universi- 
ties met  again  at  the  Palmer  House, 
and  officially  established  the  mechanics  of 
the  "Intercollegiate  Conference  of  Faculty 
Representatives,"  or"Western  Conference" 
or  Big  Ten  Conference." 

The  seven  universities  were:  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  the  University  of  Illi- 
nois, the  University  of  Michigan,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Minnesota,  Northwestern  Uni- 
versity, Purdue  University  and  the  Univer- 
sity of  Wisconsin.  Indiana  University  and 
the  State  University  of  Iowa  were  admitted 
in  1899.  Ohio  State  joined  in  1912.  Chi- 
cago withdrew  in  1946,  and  Michi- 
gan State  College  (now  Michigan 
State  University)  was  added  three 
years  later  in  1949. 

After  a  40-year  period  of  con- 
stancy in  membership,  the  Big  Ten 
expanded  to  1 1  members  for  the  first 
time.  On  June  4,  1 990,  the  Council 
of  Ten,  comprised  of  Big  Ten  uni- 
versity presidents,  voted  to  confirm 
its  earlier  decision  to  integrate  Penn- 
sylvania State  University  into  the 
conference.  The  Nittany  Lions  be- 
gin play  in  the  Big  Ten  Conference 
in  1992-93. 

At  the  turn  ot  the  century,  fac- 
ulty representatives  established  rules 
for  intercollegiate  athletics  that  were

novel  for  the  time.  As  early  as  1906,  tht 
faculty  approved  legislation  that  requirec 
eligible  athletes  to  meet  entrance  require- 
ments and  to  have  completed  a  full  year's 
work,  along  with  having  one  year  of  resi- 
dence. Freshmen  and  graduate  student; 
were  not  permitted  to  compete,  training 
tables  (or  quarters)  were  forbidden,  and 
coaches  were  to  be  appointed  by  university 
bodies  "at  modest  salaries." 

Football  and  baseball  were  the  populai 
sports  prior  to  1900.  The  first  "official' 
sponsored  championship  was  in  outdooi 
track;  it  was  held  at  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago in  1 906  and  won  by  Michigan.  Today, 
the  Big  Ten  sponsors  1 2  championships  foi 
men  and  1 2  for  women.

KRUGER  LEADS  ILLINI  TO 
22- 1 0  RECORD,  NCAA  TOURNEY 

First-year  coach  puts  the  fight  back  in  Fighting  Mini 


The  1996-97  Fighting  Mini  took  on  a 
new  face  with  a  new  commander  in  chief 
and  a  more  up  tempo  style  of  play.  Lon 
Kruger  and  his  staff  directed  the  Mini  team 
to  its  best  season  performance  in  eight 
years  with  a  22-10  record  and  a  fourth 
place  finish  in  the  Big  Ten  (11-7).  The 
Mini  finished  the  year  ranked  19th  in  the 
associated  press  poll  and  24th  in  the  CNN/ 
USA  Today  coaches  poll.  Last  year  marked 
the  first  time  since  the  1989  Final  Four 
season  that  Illinois  ended  the  regular  sea- 
son in  the  top  25.  Illinois  earned  a  bid  in 
the  NCAA  Tournament  and  picked  up  a 
first-round  win,  the  Mini's  first  since  1993. 

As  for  Kruger,  he  stands  in  history  as 
the  only  coach  to  lead  a  team  to  over  20 
victories  in  his  inaugural  season  at  Illinois, 
and  he  is  also  the  first  coach  to  take  the 


Mini  to  the  NCAA  Tournament  in  his  first 
year  in  Champaign-Urbana.  Kruger  led  his 
fourth  team  to  a  20-win  season  (also  re- 
corded 20  wins  at  Pan  American,  Kansas 
State  and  Florida)  and  he  led  his  third 
straight  team  to  the  NCAA  Tournament 
(also  led  Kansas  State  and  Florida  to  the  Big 
Dance). 

The  1996  season  began  with  the  Mini 
players  facing  their  former  assistant  coach, 
Jimmy  Collins,  now  the  head  coach  at  Illi- 
nois-Chicago. The  game  was  played  at  UIC 
and  Kruger  picked  up  his  first  Illinois  vic- 
tor)7 as  the  Mini  downed  the  Flames,  68-63. 

After  defeating  Delaware  State  in  the 
home  opener,  Illinois  traveled  to  Hilo, 
Hawaii  for  the  Big  Island  Invitational,  a 
tournament  that  offers  three  additional 
games  to  the  regular-season  schedule.  Illi- 
nois faced  Texas 
Christian,  Louis- 
ville  and 
Vir- 


ginia Tech  in  the  tourney  and  went  2-1 
losing  only  to  Louisville,  the  eventual  tour- 
nament champion,  70-60.  On  the  trip 
home,  the  Mini  stopped  off  in  Berkeley, 
Calif ,  to  return  a  game  to  the  University  of 
California  (which  faced  Illinois  in  the 
United  Center  in  December  1995).  The 
Mini  led  47-36  at  the  half,  but  Cal  rallied  in 
the  second  half  and  the  Mini  fell  behind, 
but  sent  the  game  to  overtime  on  a  Jarrod 
Gee  tip  in  with  8.8  seconds  remaining.  The 
game  would  be  decided  in  two  overtimes 
and  the  Golden  Bears  prevailed  89-88. 
Cal's  Ed  Gray  was  hot  from  the  floor  with 
30  points,  but  Mini  guard  Kiwane  Garris 
countered  with  a  career-high  34  points.  He 
was  also  a  perfect  17-for-17  from  the  free 
throw  line,  a  personal  best  mark  and  a 
Harmon  Arena  record. 

Illinois  returned  to  Champaign  2-2 
from  this  trip  and  4-2  overall,  but  the  Mini 
lost  senior  all-star  Jerry  Hester  for  the  sea- 
son with  a  back  injur)'.  In  the  game  against 
TCU  he  went  up  to  block  a  shot  and  when 
he  came  down  he  felt  pain  in  his  back.  He 
played  the  remainder  of  the  game  and  the 
first  hall  of  the  Louisville  game  the  next 
day,  but  stiffness  in  his  back  kept  him  on 
the  bench  for  the  second  half  ol  the  Louis- 
ville game  and  the  entire  Virginia  Tech 
game.  He  did  play  against  California  and 
provided  one  of  the  memorable  perfor- 
mances of  the  season  with  his  play  against 
the  Golden  Bears.  When  several  Mini  had 
to  sit  with  foul  trouble,  Jerry  answered  the 
call  and  gave  the  Mini  20  points,  four 
rebounds,  three  assists,  and  two  steals.  It 
was  his  last  game  of  the  year.  Hester's  back 
pain  was  diagnosed  as  a  herniated  disk  in 
his  lower  back  and  he  underwent  surgery 
on  December  17.  He  announced  his  deci- 
sion to  forgo  the  remainder  of  the  season 
and  receive  a  medical  redshirt  on  Feb.  5 
following  the  Northwestern  game. 

Following  the  loss  to  Cal,  Illinois  reeled 
off  six-straight  wins,  including  16-point  vic- 
tories over  No.  24  UCLA  at  the  United 
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Center,  and  Missouri  in  the  bor- 
der-war game  in  St.  Louis.  Illi- 
nois also  won  its  1 8th-consecutive 
Illini  Classic  with  Victories  over 
Columbia  and  Tennessee  State. 
The  Illini  rolled  into  Big  Ten 
play  with  a  1 0-2  record  and  faced  a  5- 
5  Purdue  team  that  was  coming  off  a  big 
loss  at  Texas  Christian.  The  Illini  lost  the 
opener,  75-69,  and  then  faced  road  games 
at   Ohio  State  and  Michigan.   Illinois 
evened  its  conference  record  with  a  72-64 
win  in  Columbus,  but  went  down  by  14 
points,  88-74  at  Michigan.  After  the  loss 
Illinois  improved  its  record  to 
with  an  85-70  win  against  Penn  State 
at  home. 

Next  on  the  schedule  was  a  match  up 

against  seventh-ranked   and  eventual 

NCAA  Final  Four  participant  Minnesota, 

in  Champaign.  Both  teams  shot  over  48 

percent  from  the  floot  and  the  Illini  just 

edged  Minnesota  in  rebounding  (33-32) ,  but 

Illinois  hit  1 1  -or-22  three  pointers  and  33-of- 

40  free  throws  to  make  the  difference  in  an 

ini  96-90  win.  It  marked  first  Illinois  win  over 

a  top  1 0  team  since  1 993,  when  Illinois  downed 

ninth  ranked  Iowa,  78-77  at  Assembly  Hall. 

The  Illini  would  go  on  to  win  three  more 

games  against  ranked  opponents   (Indiana, 

Iowa,  Michigan)  to  finish  out  the  season  5-2 

against  ranked  opponents.  Kruger  led  the 


Illini  to  big  road  victories  at  Indiana  and  Michigan  State.  The  Illinis 
78-74  win  in  Bloomington  was  the  first  for  Illinois  there  since  1990. 
The  66-63  win  at  Michigan  State  was  the  first  for  the  Illini  in  East 
Lansing  since  1993.  Three  different  times  during  the  Big  Ten 
season,  Illinois  won  three-straight  games  against  league  foes.  Illinois 
lost  back-to-back  games  only  once  during  the  season,  losing  at  home 
to  Wisconsin  and  at  Iowa.  After  dropping  those  two  games,  Illinois 
traveled  to  Indiana  and  emerged  with  the  upset  win  and  then 
followed  it  up  with  victories  over  Northwestern  and  Iowa  at  home. 

On  Match  9,  Illinois  learned  its  NCAA  destiny  when  the 
NCAA  Tournament  pairings  were  announced.  Illinois  (2 1 -9)  earned 
a  No.  6  seed  in  the  Southeast  Region  and  was  matched  against  No. 
11  seed  Southern  California  (17-11).  The  Illini  defeated  the  Tro- 
jans in  the  first  round  and  faced  upset-minded  Tennessee-Chatta- 
nooga (a  14  seed),  which  defeated  No.  3  seed  Georgia  in  the  first 
round.  The  Mocs  downed  the  Illini,  75-63,  and  put  to  an  end  to  one 
of  the  best  seasons  for  Illinois  basketball  in  the  1990s. 

In  addition  to  the  accomplishments  of  the  team,  Kiwane  Garris 
made  a  spot  for  his  name  in  the  Illini  record  book.  At  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  Coach  Kruger  called  this  team,  "Kiwane's  team,"  and 
the  new  coach  of  the  Illini  placed  a  great  deal  of  responsibility  on  his 
senior  point  guatd.  Garris  responded  and  produced  one  of  the  best 
performances  by  an  individual  in  Illini  history.  He  scored  622 
points,  sixth  in  single-season  records,  made  a  school  record  204  free 
throws  and  went  to  the  line  a  record  245  times.  He  tied  the  tecotd 
for  season  three-point  field  goals  (76)  and  broke  the  record  for 
three-point  attempts  (197).  He  also  accounted  for  180  assists,  fifth 
in  single-season  records.  He  ended  his  career  as  Illinois'  all-time 
leader  from  the  free  throw  line,  with  615  made  baskets,  and  he  is 
second  in  the  tecotd  book  for  scoring,  free  throw  attempts,  three- 
point  field  goals  made  and  attempted,  and  assists.  He  is  fourth  in 
career  steals  and  third  in  career  minutes  played.

The  No.  14  seed  Mocs,  fresh  off  an  upset  of 
No.  3  seed  Georgia  on  Friday,  had  their  sites  set 
on  being  only  the  second  14  seed  in  NCAA 
history  to  make  it  to  the  Sweet  16.  Illinois  took 
a  one-point  lead  into  the  halt,  but  the  Mocs  came 
back  in  the  second  half,  outscoring  the  Illini  42- 
29,  for  a  75-63  victory  and  a  trip  to  the  Sweet  16. 

Illinois  went  on  an  1 1  -2  run  to  take  a  1 4- 1 0 
lead  at  the  12:14  mark  in  the  first  half.  Illinois 
stretched  its  lead  to  six  points  (34-28)  in  the  last 
minute  on  a  Kevin  Turner  1 5-foot  jumper,  but 
Marquis  Collier  made  it  34-30  with  a  lay-up  and 
UTC  got  the  ball  back  for  the  last  shot.  Isaac 
Conner  knocked  down  a  three  pointer  with  3.5 
seconds  remaining  in  the  halt  closing  the  gap  on 
the  Illini,  34-33. 

In  the  second  half,  the  Mocs  kept  the  game 
tight  in  the  opening  minutes,  but  the  Illini 
started  to  pull  away  with  back-to-back  lay-ups  by 
Matt  Heldman  and  Kiwane  Garris.  The  Illini  led 
45-41  when  UTC  coach  Mack  McCarthy  was 
hit  with  a  technical  foul  with  15:51  remaining  in 
the  game.  Garris  made  the  ensuing  free  throws, 
giving  Illinois  a  47-41  lead.  Over  the  final  seven 
minutes,  UTC  outscored  Illinois  30-11.

Doug  Mills  was  not  only 
an  extremely  successful  bas- 
ketball coach  at  Illinois,  but 
one  of  the  University's  most 
prolific  and  long-standing  ad- 
ministrators. He  began  his  association  with  Fight- 
ing Illini  athletics  as  a  standout  in  both  football 
and  basketball  in  the  late  1920s.  Mills  became 
the  fitst  Illinois  head  basketball  coach  to  lead  his 
squad  to  three  BigTen  crowns.  Also  included  in 


his  1 1-year  coaching  tenure  was  the  formation 

of  the  legendary  "Whiz  Kids"  team  of  1942  and 

'43.  That  team  won  back-to-back  Big  Ten 
crowns.  After  retiring  from  the  coaching  ranks 
in  1947,  Mills  retained  his  position  as  athletic 
director  until  1966.

Harry  Combes  only  had 
to  move  across  town  after  ac- 
centing the  job  as  head  coach 
at  Illinois.  Prior  to  joining  the 
lllini,  he  had  been  head  coach 
at  Champaign  High  School  where  he  posted  an 
astounding  254-46  record,  including  winning 
the  state  title  in  1946.  Once  at  Illinois  he  won 
three  Big  Ten  titles  in  his  first  five  seasons  ('49, 
'51  and  '52).  It  was  also  Combes  who  led  the 
Fighting  lllini  to  three  third-place  finishes  in  the 
NCAA  Tournament  in  the  four-year  period 
from  1949-52.  The  squad  won  79  of  the  100 
games  during  those  four  years.  Illinois'  1952 
Final  Four  appearance  was  the  first  officially 
recognized  Final  Four  and  the  only  Final  Four 
appearance  Illinois  made  until  1989.  Until  Lou 
Henson  broke  the  record  in  1990,  Combes'  316 
wins  were  the  most  wins  ever  by  an  Illinois  head 
basketball  coach.

Lou  Henson,  the  all-time 
winningest  coach  in  Illinois 
basketball  history,  came  to 
Champaign-Urbana  after  suc- 
cessful head  coaching  stints  at 
Hardin-Simmons  and  New  Mexico  State  Uni- 
versities.  He  finished  his  career  No.  12  on  the 
NCAA  all-time  victory  list  with  663  wins.  Illi- 
nois became  a  national  power  under  Henson, 
being  selected  to  the  NCAA  tournament  1  1 
times.  The  highlight  of  the  postseason  competi- 
tion came  in  1989  when  the  spectacular  Flying 
111  in  i  team  won  a  school-record  3 1  contests  and 
advanced  to  the  Final  Four.  Henson's  Illini  were 
also  seeded  among  the  top  four  in  their  regional 
for  six  consecutive  years  (1984-89)  for  the  sec- 
ond-longest such  streak  (next  to  North  Caro- 
lina) ever.  Illinois  finished  in  the  uppet  division 
in  the  Big  Ten  nine  consecutive  seasons  (1983- 
91),  and  had  11  straight  years  of  producing  a 
plus-,500  Big  Ten  record  from  1981  to  1991, 
the  fifth-longest  streak  of  that  kind  in  Big  Ten 
history.  Henson  led  the  Illini  to  a  1984  Big  Ten 
co-championship  and  No.  1  national  ranking  in 
1989.  He  coached  Illinois  to  nine  straight  20- 
win  seasons  from  1983  to  199 land  finished  his 
career  as  the  third-winningest  coach  in  Big  Ten 
history  with  214  victories.

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HISTORY  OF  ILLINOIS  BASKETBALL 


When  representatives  of  the  University 
of  Illinois  met  Dec.  2,  1905,  along  with 
officials  or  six  other  schools,  not  only  was 
the  Big  Ten  Conference  formed,  Illinois 
basketball  was  also  born. 

Since  then,  the  Fighting  Illini  program 
has  grown  to  national  prominence,  gaining 
a  place  among  the  country's  elite  basketball 
programs.  In  those  92  seasons,  Illinois  has 
produced  a  1320-734  record,  one  of  the 
top-20  win  totals  in  the  nation. 

The  first  game  in  Illinois'  basketball 
history  was  a  71-4  romp  over  Champaign 
High  School  in  Urbana.  The  first  seven 
years  of  Illinois  basketball  saw  four  different 
coaches  and  a  53-48  record.  Elwood  Brown 
was  the  first  Illinois  coach  and  went  6-8  in 
the  inaugural  season.  He  was  followed  by 
F.L.  Pickney  ( 1 907)  who  was  1-10;  Fletcher 
Lane  (1908)  who  was  20-6;  H.V.  Juul 
(1908-09),  who  was  12-10,  and  T.E. 
Thompson  (191 1-1912),  who  went  14-14. 

The  next  eight  years,  from  1913-20, 
marked  the  first  prolonged  period  of  success 
in  Illinois  basketball  history.  Much  of  the 
success  was  due  to  head  coach  Ralph  Jones, 
who  had  only  one  losing  season  during  his 
eight  years  as  head  coach.  He  finished  with 
an  85-34  record. 

The  1915  team  was  perfect.  The  squad 
became  Illinois'  first  and  only  team 
to  go  undefeated  and  was  named 
national  champion  by  the  Helms 
Foundation.  Jones'  1915  team  scored 
more  than  rwiceasmanypointsasits 
opponents  and  won  the  conference 
title  by  a  whopping  three  games  over 
Chicago.  The  1915  team  started  a 
three-year  period  in  Illinois  basketball 
history  that  has  rarely  been  matched. 

The  arrival  of  the  Woods 
brothers  in  1915  had  a  lot  to  do  with 
the  success  of  this  era.  Guard  Ray 
was  named  first  team  All-America  all 
three  years  he  competed  (1915-17), 
and  brother  Ralf,  a  forward,  led  the 
team  in  scoring  in  both  1916  and 
1917.  His  brilliance  at  the  toul  line 
led  to  the  establishment  of  the  Rail 
Woods  Award,  which  is  still  given 
annually  to  the  Fighting  Illini  player 
with  the  best  free-throw  percentage. 

Led  by  the  Woods  brothers,  the

The  squad  lost  only  three  games,  but  all 
were  in  within  the  conference.  Illinois 
finished  13-3  overall,  9-3  in  the  conference. 
Two  losses  to  Northwestern  and  a  loss  to 
eventual  champion  Wisconsin  dropped 
Illinois  into  a  second-place  tie  with  the 
Wildcats.  Among  those  two  losses  to 
Northwestern   was    Illinois'    first-ever 


overtime  game.  Northwestern  scored  just 
two  points  in  the  overtime  period  to  defeat 
Illinois,  23-21.  Feb.  12,  1916,  at  what  is 
now  the  Kenney  Gym  Annex. 

The  1917  season  would  bringjones  his 
second  and  last  Big  9  championship,  this 
time  tying  with  Minnesota  for  top  honors. 
The  1917  team  also  featured  a  starting 
guard  named  George  Halas.  The 
professional  football  pioneer  and  Chicago 
Bear  owner  and  head  coach  was  known  on 
the  team  for  his  gritty  defense  and  would  be 
named  captain  of  the  1918  team  before 
entering  the  armed  forces  January  18,  1918. 

Frank  Winters  took  over  the  head 
coaching  duties  in  1921  and  would  only 
stay  at  that  post  for  two  years.  His  25-12 
overall  career  record  wouldyield  two  fourth- 
place  ties  in  conference  play. 

To  replace  Winters,  Athletic  Director 
George  Huff  looked  to  J.  Craig  Ruby,  who 
had  just  completed  his  first  year  as  head 
coach  of  Missouri.  Known  as  one  of  the  great 
tacticians  of  his  time.  Ruby  favored  a  number 
of  revolutionary  rules  change  proposals, 
including  advocating  the  elimination  of  the 
dribble  to  do  away  with  stalling. 

In  his  first  three  seasons  Illinois  was  31- 
18  overall  and  shared  the  conference  title 
with  Wisconsin  in  1924.  After  finishing 
third  in  the  league  in  1925  it  was  a  decade 
before  the  Illini  broke  into  the  top  three  of 
the  Big  Ten  standings,  when  Illinois  tied 
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with    Purdue   and   Wisconsin    for    the 
championship  in  1935. 

The  1935  squad  got  off  to  a  busy  statt. 
A  season-opening  double-header  at  Huff 
Gym  before  6,205  fans  Dec.  10  left  Illinois 
at  1-1  to  open  the  season.  The  squad  was 
only  5-3  after  eight  Big  Ten  games,  but 
rallied  to  win  its  last  four  contests  and  share 
the  conference  title.  In  1936,  Ruby's  last 
Illinois  team  was  13-6  overall  and  7-5  (and 
tied  for  third)  in  the  conference. 

The  man  chosen  to  replace  Ruby  was 
Douglas  Mills.  In  his  1 1 -year  tenure  as  head 
coach,  Mills  became  the  first  Fighting  Illini 
head  coach  to  win  or  share  three  Big  Ten 
championships. 

Mills'  Illinois  coaching  career  began  in 
stellar  fashion  in  1 937  with  a  tie  for  the  Big 
Ten  championship.  Future  major  league 
baseball  hall  of  famer  Lou  Boudreau  made 
the  biggest  impact,  however,  leading  the 
team  in  scoring. 

The  1938  season  proved  to  be  a  tough 
year  with  the  departure  of  many  stars. 
Boudt eau  was  still  the  leader  and  was  named 
first  team  All-America  by  Madison  Square 
Garden.  In  the  four  years  aftet  the 
championship  of '37,  the  best  finish  Illinois 
could  muster  would  be  third  in  1 939  and  a 
tie  for  third-place  in  1941. 

In  1941,  Art  Mathisen  arrived  in 
Champaign  in  what  would  precede  the 
magical  years  of  1942  and  1943.  Mills  also 
took  over  as  athletic  director  that  year. 

Joining  Mathisen  in  1942  to  form  "The 
Whiz  Kids"  were  Jack  Smilev,  Andy  Phillip, 
Gene  Vance,  and  Ken  Menke.  The  teams  of 
'42  and  '43  captured  the  imagination  of  the 
entire  nation,  and  to  this  day  The  Whiz  Kids 
temain  one  of  the  most  storied  teams  in  Illinois 
historv.  The  Kids  dazzled  crowds  evemvhere 
averaging  58  points  per  game,  while  most 
teams  were  averaging  in  the  low  40s. 

Illinois  won  back-to-back  Big  Ten 
crowns  in  '42  and  '43.  In  1 943,  the  Fighting 
Illini  went  12-0  in  conference  play,  17-1 
overall.  The  lone  loss  was  to  Camp  Grant  at 
Rockf  ord  Dec.  2 1 .  Mills  played  mostly  subs 
because  he  felt  it  would  be  better  for  the 
team  to  lose  a  game  at  some  time. 

The  team  was  broken  up  March  1 , 
1943,  when  all  five  starters  headed  to  active 
duty  in  the  atmed  forces.  All  but  Mathisen 
went  on  to  play  professionally,  with  Phillip 
becoming  Illinois'   onlv  member  of  the 


Naismith  Basketball  Hall  of  Fame. 

Mills  faced  a  major  rebuilding  job  after 
the  Whiz  Kids  departed.  The  1944  team 
fell  from  the  class  of  the  Big  Ten  to  11-9 
overall  and  5-7  in  the  conference,  good  fot 
sixth-place. 

Mills'  last  season  as  head  basketball  coach 
coincided  with  four  of  The  Whiz  Kids'  return 
from  military  service.  The  largest  home  crowd 
in  Illinois  history,  7,785,  jammed  into  Huff 
Gym  to  see  their  return  Dec.  6,  1946.  The 
Whiz  Kids  only  played  the  first  half,  building 
up  a  49-13  lead  on  Cornell  College.  Two 
losses  beginning  the  Big  Ten  race  got  Illinois 
into  a  hole  out  from  which  the  team  could 
never  climb.  The  Fighting  Illini  won  eight  of 
their  last  10  games,  but  could  only  climb  to 
a  second-place  tie. 

Aftet  retiring  from  coaching.  Mills 
retained  his  position  as  athletic  director 
until  1966. 

Illinois  tabbed  Harry  Combes  as  Mills' 
replacement.  Combes  had  been  the  head 
coach  at  Champaign  High  School.  His 
success  didn't  end  there.  In  his  first  nine 
seasons  at  Illinois  he  won  three  Big  Ten 
titles  and  compiled  an  amazing  record 
of  164-44  overall  (.788)  and  94-30  in 
the  Big  Ten  (.758). 

Combes'  first  team  at  Illinois,  led 
by  Dike  Eddleman  and  Jack  Burmaster, 
set  a  Big  Ten  scoring  record  with  1,530 
points,  en  route  to  a  1 5-5  overall  record 
and  7-5  league  finish. 

The  next  four  years  would  yield 
thtee  Big  Ten  championships,  and  only 
10  conference  losses.  In  1949,  1951, 
and  1952  Illinois  would  finish  third  in 
the  NCAA,  with  the  latter  two  clubs 
losing  two-point  decisions  in  the 
semifinals. 

The  1949  team,  led  by  Eddleman, 
Bill  Erickson,  and  Walter  Osterkorn, 
was  Illinois'  first  20-gamewinnersince 
1908,  finishing  2 1-4.  Illinois  beat  Yale, 
71-67,  to  advance  to  a  national 
semifinal  showdown  with  Kentucky  at 
Madison  Square  Garden  in  New  York 
City.  The  Wildcats  thumped  Illinois, 
76-47,  forcing  Illinois  to  defeat  Oregon 
State,  57-53,  in  Seattle  for  third  place. 

Illinois  again  traveled  to  Madison 
Square  Garden  for  the  NCAA  playoffs, 
beating  Columbia,  79-71,  and  North 
Carolina  State,  84-70,  to  set  up  another 


semifinal  battle  with  Kentucky.  In  one  of 
the  most  heart-breaking  losses  in  Illinois 
basketball  history,  Kentucky  nipped  the 
Fightinglllini,  76-74,  on  a  shot  by  Kentucky 
sub  Shelby  Linville  with  12  seconds 
remaining  in  the  game.  Illinois  once  again 
rebounded  for  third  place  three  days  later, 
beating  Oklahoma  A&M,  61-46,  in 
Minneapolis. 

The  biggest  story  of  1952  was  the 
emergence  of  newcomer  John  Kerr,  a  center 
from  Tilden  Tech  in  Chicago.  Kerr  began 
his  three-year  reign  atop  the  Illinois  scoring 
lead  with  a  sophomore-record  357  points. 
Illinois  again  swept  to  the  Big  Ten 
championship  and  equalled  the  school  record 
for  wins  in  a  season,  this  time  going  22-4. 

The  Fighting  Illini  headed  to  Chicago 
Stadium  for  the  NCAA  reejonals,  beating 
Dayton,  80-61,  and  Duquesne,  74-68,  to 
advance  to  the  semifinals  again.  This  time, 
Illinois  tan  into  an  underdog  St.  John's 
club.  The  Redmen  fought  and  clawed  their 
way  to  a  61-59  win  in  the  NCAA's  first 
Final  Four,  in  Seattle.  Once  again,  Illinois 
took  thitd-place  beating  Santa  Clara,  67- 


Dike  Eddleman  led  the  Illini  in  scoring  in  19t~-I9-iS. 
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64,  behind  26  points  by  Kerr. 

Illinois'  10-4  conference  mark  in  '54 
was  only  good  for  a  tie  for  third,  but  Kerr 
shattered  Illinois'  single-season  scoring 
record  bv  tallying  556  points  in  his  senior 
year.  He  then  departed  on  a  12-year  pro 
career  and  became  the  first  head  coach  of 
the  Chicago  Bulls  in  1966. 

The  1963  season  produced  Combes' 
fourth  and  last  Big  Ten  championship  and 
20-win  season,  when  it  posted  a  20-6,  1 1-3 
record.  Downey  exploded  for  an  Illinois  single- 
game  scoring  record  with  53  points  in  a  road 
loss  to  Indiana,  as  well  as  set  the  Big  Ten 
records  for  points  and  field  goals  in  a  game. 

Illinois  was  a  game  back  of  first  place 
with  only  two  remainingwhen  theAssembly 
Hall  opened  its  doors  for  the  first  time 
March  4,  1963.  Illinois  beat  Northwestern 
in  an  exciting  79-73  nail-biter  before  16,137 
frenzied  tans  to  stay  within  a  game  of  first- 
place  Ohio  State.  Even  after  Illinois  edged 
Iowa,  73-69,  on  the  last  game  of  the  season, 
the  Fighting  Illini  would  need  an  overtime 
loss  two  hours  later  by  the  Buckeyes  at  the 
hands  of  Indiana  to  grab  a  share  of  the 
conference  title. 


The  1 965  season  began  with  one  of  the 
biggest  upsets  in  Illinois  basketball  history,  j 
The  Fighting  Illini  crushed  defending 
national  champion  UCLA,  1 1 0-83,  setting 
many  Assembly  Hall  records.  Combes 
would  later  call  the  game,  "one  of  the  best 
an  Illinois  team  has  ever  played." 

Combes'  last  season  in  1967  was  one  of  i 
incredible  ups  and  downs,  highlighted  on 
the  court  by  a  stunning,  98-97,  overtime 
win  over  No.  3  Kentucky  in  Lexington 
Dec.  8.  That  year  also  included  the 
uncovering  of  the  "slush  fund"  scandal. 

Harv  Schmidt,  who  played  for  the  Illini 
in  the  1950s,  teturned  to  Illinois  to  become 
head  coach  in  1968.  Schmidt  had  been  an 
assistant  at  New  Mexico  the  three  previous 
years  but  had  no  collegiate  head  coaching  j 
experience.  His  seven  year-tenure  began 
with  an  11-13  overall  record  and  6-8  in  the 
Big  Ten  to  tie  for  seventh  place.  The  team 
won  four  of  its  first  conference  games,  but 
lost  seven  of  its  last  nine. 

With  the  team's  top  five  scorers 
returning,  the  Fighting  Illini  were  expected 
to  be  better  in  1970,  but  even  Schmidt  was 
surprised  at  the  huge  improvement.  The 


Illini  jumped  to  a  19-5  mark,  9-5  Big 
Ten  record  finishing  tied  for  second  in 
the  conference.  The  performance  earned 
Schmidt  third  place  in  National  Coach 
of  the  Year  balloting. 
The  1970  team  still  finished  tied  for 
third  place  in  the  Big  Ten,  but  its  record 
fell  to  15-9.  Illinois  began  the  conference 
schedule  5-0  to  move  into  sole  possession 
of  first  place  at  the  semester  break. 
However,  the  team  would  lose  the  next 
the  five  games  to  wipe  out  any  chance  of 
a  conference  title.  That  season  Illinois 
set  an  NCAA  attendance  record,  selling 
out  all  1 1  home  games  in  advance  for  an 
average  of  16, 128  fans  per  game.  Students 
frequently  camped  out  for  tickets,  and 
Schmidt  encouraged  the  louder  students 
to  sit  near  the  floor  to  help  make  more 
noise. 

The  1971  team  became  Schmidt's 
second  team  in  four  years  to  finish  below 
.500  at  11-13,  5-9.  The  most  pleasant 
aspect  of  1 971  was  the  arrival  of  forward 
NickWeathetspoon  from  Canton,  Ohio, 
who  stepped  right  into  the  starting  lineup 
to  lead  the  team  in  rebounds.  "Spoon" 
would  go  on  to  lead  the  team  in  scoring 
and  rebounding  the  next  two  years  before 
playing  eight  seasons  in  the  NBA. 

In  1974,  Illinois  finished  5-18  ovetall 
and  2- 1 2  in  the  Big  Ten  to  tie  for  ninth  place. 
Schmidt  was  fired  in  the  midst  of  an  1 1-game 
losing  streak  and  wound  up  89-77  overall  in 
his  seven  years  as  head  coach. 

To  replace  Schmidt,  Illinois  looked  to 
Memphis  State  head  man  Gene  Bartow. 
Bartow  came  in  promising  big  things,  but 
only  a  year  latet  he  was  gone,  accepting  the 
head  coaching  job  at  UCLA.  In  his  only  year 
at  Illinois,  he  recorded  an  8-1 8, 4-14  record, 
good  for  a  tie  for  a  ninth  place  in  the  Big  Ten. 
Illinois  once  again  chose  a  coach  known 
for  turning  losers  into  winners  when  it 
picked  New  Mexico  State  head  coach  Lou 
Henson.  Henson's  first  squad  (1976) 
finished  14-14  overall  and  7-11  in  the  Big 
Ten.  The  '77  squad  was  16-14,  8-10,  and 
the  1978  team  finished  as  Henson's  only 
sub  -.500  club  (until  1991-92)  at  13-14,  7- 
1 1 .  Despite  the  poor  record,  the  1 978  team 
signaled  the  arrival  of  Eddie  Johnson  and 
Mark  Smith,  two  players  who  would  lead 
the  team  into  the  1980s  and  pave  the  way 
for  Illinois'  return  to  national  prominence. 
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In  1 979,  Illinois  finished  seventh  in  the 
Big  Ten  but  went  19-11  overall,  including 
an  ascension  to  No.  2  in  the  national  polls 
after  starting  the  year  1 5-0.  The  Illini  upset 
top-ranked  Michigan  State  and  Magic 
Johnson,  57-55,  in  one  of  the  school's  most 
memorable  games.  Although  the  Fighting 
Illini  went  4-1 1  from  that  point  on,  they 
still  led  the  nation  in  defensive  field  goal 
percentage  (.404). 

With  everyone  back  for  1980,  Illinois 
recorded  Henson's  first  20-win  season  at 
22-13  to  tie  the  school  record  for  wins  in  a 
season.  Illinois  made  its  first  post-season 
appearance  since  1963,  finishing  third  in 
the  NIT. 


Nick  Wentherspoon  led  the  Fighting  Illini  in  scoring  etnd 
rebounding  in  1971  and  1972. 


Illinois  took  another  step  on  its 
ladder  toward  the  national  spotlight  in  1 98 1 
when  it  appeared  in  its  first  NCAA 
Tournament  since  1963.  The  Fighting  Illini 
led  the  Big  Ten  in  scoring  for  the  second 
consecutive  season  and  were  again  led  by 
Johnson  and  Smith.  Guards  Craig  Tucker 
and  Derek  Harper  arrived  to  add  backcourt 
punch,  and  Harper  was  named  first-team 
Freshman  All-America  by  ESPN  and  NBC. 
In  1981,  Illinois  recorded  its 
highest  conference  finish  since  1973, 
finishing  with  a  12-6  Big  Ten  mark  and  a 
21-8  overall  record.  That  team  was  the  best 
shooting  team  in  Fighting  Illini  history 
with  a  .509  field  goal  percentage.  The  squad 
received  a  first-round  bye  in  the  NCAA 
tournament  and  beat  Wyoming,  67- 
65,  in  Los  Angeles  to  advance  to  the 
regionals  in  Salt  Lake  City,  where  the 
Illini  lost  to  Kansas  State,  57-52. 

In  1982,  Harper  led  the  Big  Ten 
in  assists  and  steals,  setting  a  school 
record  for  thefts  with  67.  By  finishing 
18-11  and  getting  another  invitation  to 
the  NIT,  it  marked  the  first  time  in 
history  that  the  Fighting  Illini  appeared 
in  postseason  play  for  three  consecutive 
years.  After  smashing  Long  Island,  1 26- 
78,  in  the  first  round,  Illinois  fell  to 
Dayton,  61-58,  for  Henson's  fourth 
non-conference  loss  at  Assembly  Hall 
in  seven  years. 

One  ot  Illinois'  best  groups  of 
incoming  talent  ever  arrived  in  1983. 
Guards  Bruce  Douglas  and  Doug 
Altenberger,  and  forwards  Scott  Meents 
and  Efrem  Winters  joined  sophomores 
George  Montgomery  and  Anthony 
Welch  to  form  the  nucleus  for  a  team 
that  would  win  95  games  during  the 
next  four  seasons. 

The  Fighting  Illini  became  the 
25th  team  to  win  1 ,000  games  in  the 
second  game  of  the  year,  beating  Texas 
A&M  in  the  Great  Alaskan  Shootout, 
72-70.  Harper  fell  one  vote  short  of 
being  named  a  unanimous  All-Big  Ten 
selection,  before  leaving  school  early  tor 
the  NBA  draft  and  becoming  a  first- 
round  draft  pick  of  the  Dallas  Mavericks. 
Douglas  set  school  records  for  assists 
(189)  and  steals  (78)  in  a  season,  as 
Illinois  finished  21-1 1  and  was  beaten

by  Utah  in  the  first  round  of  the  NCAA 
tournament,  52-49. 

The  only  non-conference  blemish  of 
the  '84  season  was  a  thrilling  56-54 
Chtistmas  Eve  loss  to  No.  1-ranked 
Kentucky  at  the  Assembly  Hall. 

En  route  to  a  Big  Ten  title  tie  with 
Purdue,  Illinois  had  four  overtime  s;ames, 
one  of  which — a  75-66  win  over 
Michigan — lasted  an  astounding  four 
overtimes.  The  next  game,  a  double- 
overtime  win  at  Iowa,  was  Henson's  400th 
as  a  college  coach. 

Illinois  headed  to  Milwaukee  to  beat 
Villanova  in  the  NCAA  tournament,  64- 
56.  The  Fighting  Illini  came  from  behind 
to  defeat  Maryland,  72-70,  in  the  regional 
semifinals  to  set  up  a  showdown  with  host 
Kentucky  in  the  regional  final.  Ilhnoisnever 
led,  but  was  within  striking  distance  when 
a  controversial  foul  called  on  Douglas  put 
Wildcat  guard  Dickie  Beal  on  the  line  to 
win  the  game,  54-50. 

In  1985,  Basketball  Times  picked  Illinois 
No.  1  nationally  in  its  preseason  poll,  but  the 
Fighting  Illini  were  upset  twice  in  non- 
conference  play.  Illinois  would  head  to  Atlanta 
for  the  NCAA  tournament  after  finishing 
second  in  the  Big  Ten  with  a  26-9,  12-6 
record.  Two  wins  over  Northeastern  (76-57) 
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and  Georgia  (74-58)  brought  about  a  regional 
semifinal- tilt  with  Georgia  Tech.  The  Yellow 
jackets  used  a  25-10  burst  to  begin  the 
second  half  and  beat  Illinois,  61-53. 

Junior-college  transfer  Ken  Norman 
highlighted  the  '86  season,  setting  an  Illinois 
all-time  single-season  field  goal  percentage 
record  of  .641.  The  Fighting  Illini  once 
again  led  the  Big  Ten  in  scoring  defense, 
allowing  opponents  only  61.6  ppg.  Again, 
Illinois  went  to  the  NCAA  tournament, 
this  time  thrashing  Fairfield,  75-51,  in 
Charlotte,  N.C.,  to  set  up  a  game  with 
Alabama.  The  Crimson  Tide  built  a  nine- 
point  lead  at  halftime  and  were  able  to  hold 
oft  Illinois,  58-56,  despite  18  points  from 
junior  guard  Tony  Wysinger. 

With  four  four-year  starters  gone,  Illinois 
had  to  replenish  its  troops  and  did  so  with  an 
outstanding  group  of  newcomers.  Guards 
Steve  Bardo,  Kendall  Gill,  and  Larry  Smith 
joined  forward  Nick  Anderson  in  a  highly- 
touted  recruiting  class.  The  '87  team  finished 
23-8  overall  and  13-5  in  the  Big  Ten,  good 
for  fourth-place.  Seeded  third  in  the  NCAA's 
Southeast  Region,  Illinois  was  beaten  in 
arguably  the  school's  most  shocking  upset 
ever,  losing  to  Austin  Peay,  68-67. 

Two  first-year  players  led  Illinois  in 
scoring  in  1988.  Northern  Illinois  transfer 
Kenny  Battle  finallv  got  to  unveil  his  high- 


flying game  for  the  Fighting  Illini  and 
averaged  15.6  ppg  and  5.5  rpg.  Anderson 
led  the  team  in  scoring  at  15.9  ppg  after 
sitting  out  the  '87  season.  Along  with  Gill, 
Bardo,  junior  forward  Lowell  Hamilton, 
and  Smith,  this  team  would  lay  the 
foundation  for  the  spectacular  '89  team. 
Included  in  the  23-10,  12-6,  third-place 
finish  was  Henson's  500th  victory. 

The  1 989  team  may  very  well  have  been 
the  most  talented  team  ever  assembled  at 
Illinois.  It  was  comprised  of  all  of  the 
important  pieces  from  '88,  as  well  as  junior- 
college  Ail-American  P.J .  Bowman  and  former 
high  school  All-American  Marcus  Liberty. 

The  team  shattered  most  of  its  all-time 
records,  including  most  points  in  a  season 
(3,1 10),  most  steals  in  a  season  (341),  and 
most  wins  in  a  season  (31),  in  addition  to 
setting  an  all-time  mark  for  points  in  a  game 
in  a  127-100  victory  at  LSU.  The  Fighting 
Illini  won  their  first  16  games  and  were 
ranked  No.  2  in  the  nation  going  into  a 
nationally  televised  game  against  Georgia 
Tech,  whom  Illinois  had  already  beaten, 
80-75,  at  The  Rainbow  Classic  in 
December.  The  Yellow  Jackets  led,  47-31, 
after  scoring  the  first  basket  of  the  second 
half,  but  Illinois  managed  to  surge  back  to 
force  overtime,  eventually  needing  two  extra 
sessions  to  win  the  game. 


Along  with  the  No.  1  ranking  the  next 
day,  Illinois  found  out  that  the  club's 
catalyst,  Gill,  had  broken  a  bone  in  his  loot 
and  would  miss  the  next  1 2  games.  Hurt  by 
the  loss  of  Gill,  the  team  lost  the  No.  1- 
ranking  and  three  ot  its  next  four  games, 
but  rallied  to  finish  second  in  the  Big  Ten 
with  a  14-4  conference  record. 

With  Gill  back  in  the  lineup,  Illinois 
was  awarded  the  No.  1  seed  in  the  Midwest 
region  in  the  NCAA  tournament  and  rolled 
to  victories  over  McNeese  State  and  Ball 
State  at  the  Hoosier  Dome  in  Indianapolis. 
A  power-packed  regional  in  Minneapolis, 
consisting  of  Illinois,  Missouri,  Louisville, 
and  Syracuse,  stood  in  the  way  of  the  Fighting 
Illini's  first  trip  to  the  Final  Foursince  1 952. 
Louisville  fell  victim  to  Illinois  first,  losing, 
83-69,  to  set  up  a  duel  with  Syracuse.  The 
Fighting  Illini  held  off  the  Orangemen  to 
advance  to  Seattle  where  Illinois  faced 
Michigan,  a  team  it  had  already  beaten 
twice  that  year.  Despite  Battle's  29-point, 
11 -rebound  effort,  Michigan  defeated 
Illinois,  83-81. 

In  April  of'89,  high  school  All-American 
Deon  Thomas  signed  a  national  letter  of 
intent  with  Illinois.  In  theensuing  1 7  months, 
Illinois  was  dragged  through  a  grueling 
NCAA  investigation  which  eventually  found 
no  major  violations  in  the  Fighting  Illini

program,  but  resulted  in  a  three-year 
probation  limiting  scholarships  and 
recruiting  severely. 

On  the  court.  Fighting  Illini  went  21-8 
overall  and  11-7  in  the  Big  Ten  to  tie  for 
fourth  place.  Gill  became  the  first  player 
since  Norman  in  '87  to  average  20  ppg  and 
was  named  first-team  All-America  by  UPI. 
He  was  also  a  finalist  for  the  John  Wooden 
Award  and  was  the  fifth  player  chosen  in  the 
NBA  draft  that  summer,  going  to  the 
Charlotte  Hornets. 

Illinois  won  its  last  two  games,  a  home 
dousing  of  Iowa,  and  a  hard-fought  win  at 
Indiana,  in  which  Gill  became  the  firsr 
Illinois  player  to  lead  the  Big  Ten  i  n  scoring 
since  Andy  Phillip  had  done  so  in  1943. 

Going  into  the  1991  season  no  one 
expected  much  of  Illinois.  After  losing  Gill, 
Bardo,  and  Liberty,  who  declared  himself 
eligible  for  the  NBA  draft  a  year  early, 
Illinois  was  picked  as  low  as  ninth  in  the  Big 
Ten  by  some  publications. 

Junior  forward  Andy  Kaurmann  burst 
upon  the  scene  scoring  660  points,  the 


second  largest  single-season 
total  in  Illinois  history.  A 
three-game  sweep  of  favored 
opponents  LSU,  Missouri, 
and  Memphis  State  set  the 
stage  for  the  Fighting  Mini's 
surprise  tie  for  third  in  the  Big 
Ten  and  a  2 1  - 1 0  overall  finish. 
Thomas  began  his  career,  after 
sitting  out  1990,  scoring  the 
most  points  ever  by  an  Illinois 
freshman. 

In  1991-92.  the 
Fighting  Illini  took  the  court 
without  a  senior  letterman  for 
the  first  time  in  more  than  50 
years  and  saw  their  record  dip 
below  .500  for  the  first  time 
since  1977-78  and  only  the 
second  time  in  the  Lou 
Henson  era. 

The  Illini's  string  of 
consecutive  upper-division 
A  A  '  Big  Ten  finishes  was  snapped 
MINN  at  nine  as  was  their  string  of 
20-plus  victory  seasons. 
Illinois'  streak  of  plus-. 500 
Big  Ten  records  also  came  to 
an  end,  at  1 1 . 

After  sitting  out  a  season, 
Kaufmann  helped  lead  the  1992-93  team 
to  a  1 9- 1 3  record.  The  team  also  notched  its 
first  NCAA-tournament  victory  since  the 
1989  "Flying  Illini"  visited  the  Final  Four. 
The  Fighting  Illini  again  advanced  to 
the  NCAA  tournament  in  1994,  but  the 
most  memorable  moment  of  the  season 
occurred  in  early  December  when  Deon 
Thomas  broke  a  13-year-old  record  and 
became  Illinois'  all-time  leading  scorer. 
Thomas  scored  his  record-breaking  1 ,693rd 
point  in  the  championship  game  of  the 
Illini/Pepsi  Classic  and  went  on  to  finish 
the  season  with  2,129  career  points. 

After  advancing  to  the  NCAA  tournament 
again  in  1995,  the  Illini  had  to  settle  for  a 
berth  to  the  National  Invitation  Tournament 
in  1996  after  they  finished  ninth  in  the  Big 
Ten,  Illinois' lowest  finish  ever  under  Henson. 
It  was  Illinois'  third  bid  to  the  tournament, 
but  its  first  since  1982.  The  appearance  was 
also  the  Illini's  most  short-lived  trip  to  the 
NIT,  ending  with  a  home  loss  to  Alabama  in 
the  first  round  of  the  event. 

Still,  the  1 995-96  season  would  be  most 


remembered  as  the  year  in  which  Henson 
retired.  After  2 1  years  and  a  school-record 
423  victories,  Henson  called  it  quits.  In 
addition  to  winning  more  games  than  any 
other  Illinois  basketball  coach,  Henson  also 
led  the  Illini  to  1 1  NCAA  tournament 
appearances.  The  Okay,  Okla.,  native 
coached  1 1  of  Illinois'  17  20-win  seasons, 
including  nine  straight  from  1983  to  1991. 
He  finished  his  career  as  the  third- 
winningest  coach  in  Big  Ten  history  with 
214  victories. 

On  March  21,  a  new  era  in  Illini 
basketball  began  when  Lon  Kruger  was 
named  the  University's  1 4th  men's 
basketball  coach.  Kruger  came  to  Illinois 
from  the  University  of  Florida,  where  he  led 
the  Gators  to  the  Final  Four  in  1994. 

Kruger  notched  his  name  in  the  Illini 
history  books  after  by  recording  more  wins 
than  any  Illini  coach  in  his  first  season,  and 
becoming  the  only  coach  to  lead  Illinois  to 
the  NCAA  Tournament  in  his  inaugural 
season.  Over  the  course  of  the  season,  Illinois 
defeated  five  ranked  opponents,  including 
No.  7  Minnesota,  96-90,  at  the  Assembly 
Hall.  Illinois  traveled  to  Bloomington  and 
handed  Indiana  a  78-74  loss,  marking  the 
first  time  Illinois  had  come  away  from  the 
Hoosiers  Assembly  Hall  victorious  since 
1990.  Illinois  went  22-10  overall  and  11-7 
in  the  Big  Ten,  tying  for  fourth  in  the  league 
standings.  In  March  Illinois,  a  No.  6  seed  in 
the  Southeast  Region,  picked  up  its  first 
tournament  win  since  1993  with  a  90-77 
victor)'  over  Southern  Cal. 

Senior  Kiwane  Garris  etched  his  name 
in  the  Illinois  record  book  with  one  of  the 
best  season  performances  by  any  Illini  player 
in  history.  He  finished  his  career  as  the  all- 
time  second  leading  scorer  in  Illini  history 
with  1,948  points.  He  holds  the  single 
season  record  for  free  throws  made  and 
artempted  and  the  career  record  for  free 
throws  made.  Garris  averaged  19.4  points 
per  game  and  finished  second  in  the  Big 
Ten  in  scoring  by  a  three-tenths  margin.

BIG  TEN  MEDAL  OF  HONOR 

In  1914,  the  Big  Ten  Conference  endowed  a  Medal  of  Honor,  to  be  awarded 
annually  at  each  institution  to  the  student  demonstrating  proficiency  in  scholarship  and 
academics.  Beginning  in  1982,  a  woman  athlete  from  each  institution  has  also  been 
awarded  the  Conference  Medal  of  Honor. 

In  the  76-year  history  of  the  award,  14  Fighting  Illini  basketball  players  have  earned 
the  award,  including  Edward  A.  Williford,  the  University  of  Illinois'  first  recipient  of  the 
award.  There  has  been  one  father-son  UI  Medal  of  Honor  duo,  Lee  Sentman  (track)  in 
1931  and  his  son  Lee  Sentman  III  (fencing)  in  1958.  Gymnast  Howard  Beck  (1974  and 
1975)  is  the  only  two-time  recipient  of  the  award.
